Summarp of Hews from the Far Cast, 


THIRD CHINA WAR. dG 
{FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Tauenwan Bay, July 12, 1860. 

Tho mail closes tomorrow. Lord Elgin arrived on the 9th 
per Feroz. With Lord Elgin came his staff and The Times 
correspondent. Of course you must know long ere this that 
both English and French ambassadors were on board the Iala- 
bar mail steamer when she was lost at Galle and lost every 
thing. Many of the mail bags have been recovered, but most 
of the letters in a sad unseasonable state, envelopes off, &c., 80 
that there were very mary letters came to people they were 
never intended for. I believe all the official despatches were 
recovered, On the 8th a French gun-boat came in here to 
announce that the French force would be ready to move on the 
23rd (they are all at Chefoo on the opposite side of the Gulf), and 
though not officially announced, it is understood that we are to 
start from here on the 23rd for the Peiho, and operations to 
commenced immediately. We have only been waiting for them. 
The weather has been beautiful until to-day—nice cool, dry 
weather, only rather hot in the sun for a few hours in the 
middle of the day, but there is every indication of a change 
by the barometer fallingand a sudden change of wind ‘to N.E. 
and thick weather. The troops are all in good health, notwith- 
standing their salt rations, occasionally varied with a little 
tough commissariat beef; for I am sorry to say that the 
murain got amongst the bullocks that have been brought up 
for the use of the troops, and great quantities of them dicd be- 
fore they could be landed. These last few days fresh bread 
made in the divisional ambulating ovens has becn served out, 
and very good it is, The Ist Division is encamped over in 
Victoria Bay, Sir John Michel in command, and Brigadiers 
Sutton and Staveley under him, the Ist brigade consisting of 
the 60th Rifles, 2nd Queen’s, and 15th Punjab Regiment ; the 
2nd brigade, of the Ist Royals, 3lst Regiment, and Major 
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Fisher's Engineers, with, of course, a large Coolie Corps. The 
2nd Division is under General Sir Robert Napier, with Briga- 
diers Japhson and Reeves, commanding brigades of infantry ; 
Crofton, artillery ; and Pattle, the cavalry. They are all over 
on the opposite side of the bay, in several different small bays, 
where water is to be had. Fresh provisions are to be had in 
small quantities, pigs, fowls, and vegetables, on that side, 
Lord John Hay having established a market in Odin Bay, where 
tho 2nd Division are, but nothing is to be got on the other side. 
The country people keep aloof from us as much as possible ; 
they are not uncivil, but that is, I fancy, only because they 
stand in awe ofus. Parties have been sent out to look at 
the country around, it is full of villages, and everywhere grain is 
growing, which in a couple of weeks will be fit for cutting ; 
plenty of bullocks and ponies have been seen from the hills in 
the country beyond, but they are driven off directly any one 
approaches. There is a small Tartar camp reported a few miles 
from here, but nothing has been seen of any of them. Our 
whole force are living in hill tents, generals and all, with 
the exception of Sir H. Grant, who lives on board his steam- 
vessel the Granada with all his staff. The camps have not 
much improved the corn-fields in which they are pitched or 
have their ficld days either. On the 14th the Ist Division are 
to have races and all kinds of games, &c., for the troops, under 
the auspices of Sir J. Michel, who is as good a sportsman as he 
is a soldicr, and beloved by everyone. Now for the fleet. They 
hhave all been scattered about in the different small bays with 
80 many trausports under each vessel’s care, with the exception 
of the Centaur, which is at Shanghai loading with bullocks, &. ; 
the Furious is there also with Mr, Bruce. The Snake is at 
Chusan, Nimrod at Shanghai aud remains there, Acorn at Amoy, 
Camilla at Japan, and Roebuck on the way up here with the 
expected mails; Acton, with gunboats Dove, Algerine, and 
Leven away surveying a little to the northward. A sad thing 
has happened on board the latter vessel, commanded by Lieut. 
Hudson. On the morning of the 9th it appears he sent fora 
marine who had becn acting as his steward to come down to the 
cabin—tho man had made away with a great deal of wine and 
spirits and was still under the influence of his debauch—whilat. 
Hudson was speaking he snatched down a small French breech- 
loading revolver that was hanging over head and shot Hudson 
through the back (it was supposed at first killed him); the 
report was so slight it was not heard on deck, so the marine 
went up the ladder and called down the Sccond Master Ashton 
into the cabin, saying the commander wanted him, and 
on his entering shot him also; by that time an alarm 
was given, and the marine seized. Captain Ward placed 
an officer on board, and sent the Zeven in here. Lieutenant 
Hudson and Mr. Ashton were both sent on board the 
Simoom hospital ship, and I am happy to say accounts 
to-day from there say that there are hopes of the former, and 
that the latter officer is much bettcr. A court-marshal is 
sitting to-day on board the Jmperieuse, with Rear Admiral 
Jones as president, to try the marine, 

The Commander and Master of the Assistance were tried (for 
losing that vessel at the back of Hong Kong) last weck, and 
got off very cheaply, mercly a slight reprimand: the court 
martial only occupicd one day. Every one is kept pretty well 
at work here afloat, what with loading and unloading ship, em- 
barking and disembarking stores—for there is going to be a 
depot formed, and 2,000 men, under Brigadicr Reeves, left 
behind, because the French don’t like our having a larger force 
than they have. The 99th, and a battery of artillery, with our 
native regiments. are to be left, it is said: Part of the 99th 
are left at Chusan. All looting, or ill-treatment of the pea- 
santry, is strictly forbidden, and the Provost Marshal punishes 
it at once. Many of the natives are living close round, and in 
the camp. No one under the rank of a commissioned officer 
is allowed outside the outposts, and there are regular landing- 
places at which only boats can land. The twenty junks the 
Encounter took and brought in, by order of the Admiral, are 
being loaded with commissasiat stores to go up the Peiho. 
They are manned with the crew of the lost Assistance: they 
draw very little water. 

I have just heard of the death of Major Lumsden, an officer 
on Sir Robert Napier’s staff; he wag drowned last night by the 
upsetting of a boat in going from the Granada to the 2nd 
division camp, Another officer of engineers was drowned 
with him; his name I believe was Captain Gordon. 
The boat was picked up this morning, floating about the 
harbour, bottom up, with two men on her. Hopes are enter- 








tained that Lieut. Hudson will recover ; Mr. Ashton was well 
enough to give his evidence at the court-martial. It appears 
that it was expected that something of the kind would happen 
to Lieut. Hudson, and that though the shot mus have been 
heard no one would acknowledge it. The court-martial is over, 
and the marine is sentenced to be hung, 





JAPAN, 

Our advices from Yedo and Kanagawa apprise us of difficul- 
tics which arc thrown in the way of American missionaries at 
these ports. To hinder their studies in the language they are 
not allowed to acquire teachers, nor are any natives permitted to 
visit them. A more promising state of affairs attains at Naga- 
saki ; no impediments exist as to the study of Japanese, no 
hindrances to native visitors, due, it is stated, to the favourable 
impressions made at these ports by Dr. Macgowan, who com- 
menced the mission by rendering himself useful to the officials. 

Business at all porta is now progressing satisfactorily, and 
nothing has occured requiring the consul’s remonstrances. 


CHINA, 
PEKING, 

Not one word of intelligence has been received through the 
usual channels from this place, and nothing is known of a reli- 
able nature. It is of course apparent, by the silence, that it is 
intended to resist our demands, 

: SHANGHAL . 

Lord Elgin, whose arrival at this port was announced in our 
last,-has sailed for the Gulf of Pecheli, a short interview with 
his brother sufficing to determine him on a war policy. 

The Foreign Settlement remains nearly as before. The city 
is nearly deserted by tho natives. Both are protected by 
British and French troops, Several foreign gentlemen have 
visited Soochow, and have been fortunate in obtaining audience 
with tho high authorities there, The utmost friendlincss was 
shown by them, and they appeared very anxious to be on good 
terms with the foreign authorities, and asserted that they were 
but too willing to come to some agreement by which the 
foreign trade with the interior might once more resume ita 
regular course. 

The rebellion has made no further advances, or at Icast no 
reliable intelligence has reached us of any movements. It is 
expected among the Chincse that Hangchow has either fallen or 
is in great danger. The rebels certainly intend to make another 
attempt on that important city, They scem to have almost re- 
linquished the idea of coming to Shanghai, and a good deal 
more confidence is observable among the natives here. The 
walled town of Sung-kiang, a distance of only twenty-five miles, 
is however still in their possession, and the ‘Taoutai of Shanghai 
is making most vigorous endeavours to drive them out. Some 
slight success of the country people, aided by a party of foreign 
mercenaries, have made the rebels cautious in their movements. 
in this direction, and as they profess great respect for foreigners 
and fear for their fire-arms, it is hardly to be expected that they 
will approach much nearer. Ry, tn 

The North China Herald, of tho 7th July, contains a corres- 
pondence between the Chamber of Commerce—Mr. Bruce, the 
British Consul, and the foreign inspectors. of Customs—in 
which it is alleged that Mr. Consul Meadows libelied Mr. H. T. 
Davies, one of the Inspectors. 

The British merchants at Shanghai addressed Lord Elgin on 
his arrival, and we extract the most important clause :— 

« While we do not assume to question the wisdom of Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment in entrusting the settlement of the difficulties now existing to an 
officer of greater rank and power than those possessed by the Minister who 
go ably represents Her Majesty in this country, we take upon us to express: 
a hope that the vigorous policy, which we feel a want of means alone has 
rendered for the moment unsuccessful, will be firmly adhered to, and that 
no consideration for what may appear to be more immediately our interests: 
asa mercantile community will deter your Excellency from the prosecution 
of those measures which, although they temporarily interrupt our trade, will 
in the end secure usagainst a repetition of those international misunder- 
standings which more seriously and permanently injure it.” 

HONG KONG. 

The London mails of the 11th June arrived out on the 22nd 
July, 44 days en route. The dates received this morning are to 
the 26th July, 48 days en rowe, 

All attention is now given to the “news from the North,” 
as it is felt to be of very great moment, directing, as it will, the 
whole course of events in the South of China. 

The action for libel by Mr, Caldwell against Mr. Murrow, 
the Editor of the Daily Press, resulted in an smple apology 
being given. 
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% In consequence of a French missionary being seized near 
Swatow, H.M.’s gun-boat{Cockchafer was despatched to that port, 
and it was reported that, failing redress, she was firing on the 
town. 

Mr. Parkes, lately Commissioner at Canton, has proceeded to 
the North to join the suite of the Earl of Elgin. 

Mr. Tarrant is, we regret to say, still in gaol, and subjected 
to the same kind of hardships and annoyances as we have 
before recorded. A large number of documents in connection 
with his case have come to hand by the present mail, but wo 
are compelled to leave them for notice in our next issue; a 
copy of his petition to the Queen in Council has also been 
forwarded. ‘ 

The Hong Kong Register on this case says :-— 

Our contemporary of the Datly Press publishes a gaol bulle- 
tin of more than usual horror—in fact, we fear partaking too 
much of the horrible to obtain general credence, however 
truthful it may be. The exposure of wrong, to be effectual, 
aust be limited to the credulity of the public if it is to pro- 
duce any effect ; for if there is any suspicion of exaggeration, 
there results incredulity with regard to the whole. The ox- 
tracts from the diary of Mr. Tarrant would show a system of 
torture, more adapted to the ,bagnios of Constantinople than 
the gaol of a British Colony, and we can but fecl that there is 
acertain amount of high colouring in the narrations, which 
makes it difficult to place implicit faith in them. The 
Governor of the gaol may be a strict disciplinarian, 
even to a fault, but we do not believe that he is 
an inquisitor-general, or the Devil incarnate; nor do 
we believe that, even under tho present imperfect system 
of prison inspection, such gross and unmitigated cruelties could 
be perpetrated. However this may be, the public will demand 
that these fearful charges of actual crime be fully inquired into ; 
and whether or not true, such an investigation is imperatively 
required to clear the reputation of those upon whom the re- 
sponsibility of the gaol discipline rests, if innocent, or to insure 
their speedy dismissal, if guilty, There is a minuteness about 
the revolting details given, which leaves no room for quibbling, 
and we wait anxiously to see what response comes from the 
other side. For the sake of humanity and common decency, 
‘we hope that some (Palliiating circumstances may be made to 
appear, 

From Mr. Tarrant’s letter to the editor of the China Mail, 
dated 16th July, 1860, we quote the following :—“ You say, 
in relation to extracts from my gaol diary, copied by Mr. Mur- 
row at his request, and published in the Daily Press of the 10th 
instant, that ‘under the circumstances’ (of the astounding ver- 
dict of a jury empanelled to find how a Chinese in the gaol 
came to his death), ‘you would prefer declining the evidence 
contained in said diary, or at least would reeeive it with sus- 
picion. That I had divulged, or professed to divulge, some 
eightecn cases of flogging in six month, and that you suspected 
I managed to make myself disagreeable in gaol.” 

In plain language, you wish the pnblic to infer that “to 
gratify my vengeance” I write untruths. 

The remarks I make are these:—Gaol Regulations 43 
ordains that the warden shall enter the hour in each day when 
floggings occur—while the doctor’s book should have indica- 
tions to those flogged for “ shamming” or other connection with 
medical discipline. 

“ Analysing the extracts, then, it was fully within your power 
to certify yourself of the facts in my notes, before you throw 
out your insinuations against my veracity. It is in your power 
to do this now ; and I call on you to withdraw your slanderous 
language, and let justice take its course.” 

The following passage from a series of minutes taken on an 
investigation into some complaints of mine, will best show how 
likely it is that I should descend so low as to think of attempt- 
ing to visit an umoffending woman and her children for the 
wrong doing of others. “He (Mr.Tarrant) repeated he was ready 
to admit Mr. Scott's apparent desire to act with leniency; but 
where he was wrong was in being subservient to others, He (Mr. 
Tarrant) should regret the institution of an action against any one 
with a wife and family dependent on him; but the law left no 
alterative. Judge Hulme ruled, &., &., &c., ‘that an action 
did not lie against any one but the Gaol Governor (in similar 
connection),”

MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 
(FROM A CORRFSPONDENT.) 

There is very little news of importance from Siam or Java, 
In Borneo the disturbances at Banjermassing are gradually 
being quieted, but at great cost of life and treasure to the Dutch. 
From Boni we have no particular accounts, but the Dutch 
papers mention a scarcity of rice. There was a whisper of a 
third expedition, but it requires confirmation ; the success of 
the second has, undoubtedly, been exaggerated. 

Sarawak is quiet. The Rajah Meedah and his Europeans are 
away at Muka, chastising the chicf there who has stopped the 
sago trade, and has made himself obnoxious by harbouring the 
refugees from the various states, and especially the murderers 
of the two Englishmen at the Sakawan fort. It is to be hoped 
that the villians will meet with their deserts. 

There is an intriguing Belgian, a runaway from Java, named 
de Merode, who is visiting the native cbicfs of the coast of Su- 
matra, and representing himself as special envoy of the Go- 
vernor of Singapore. He is a dangcrous character, and doing 
much mischief, Ho will probably be caught one of these days 
and creased. 

We have had a very serious threatening of a riot here, but it 
has been checked in time. Had it broken out, it would probably 
have far surpassed that of 1854, since the Chinese are not only 
well armed, but, it is said, determined to resist all Euro- 
pean in terference in their faction or clan fights. Two en- 
counters took place between the belligerent parties, which 
were stopped by the police, after a man had been killed, 
and several much hurt on each occasion. They were to have 
begun again the next day at about 2 pv, but the appearance of 
the resident councillor, the supcrintendent of police, and several 
other well known “ peace-at-any-price” men of rather pugnacious 
characters, and the able display and posting of the police forco 
made the head men hesitate, and all irritation appears to have 
subsided. 

His Prussian Majesty’s steam-frigate Arcona has arrived here 
from Europe, and _will remain for the Embassy of Siam, China, 
Japan, &c, 

The causo of this turbulent feeling was rivalry between the 
old and the new opium farmers. The oll farmer prepared a 
large quantity of Chandoo (the smoking composition) between 
the day of the sale, the 10th April, and the time he was to 
abandon his rights, the Ist May, and the last three days of his 
monopoly disposed of $100,000 worth. The consequence of 
this was that the new man lost some $50,000 the first two 
months. There remained still with the old farmer some $70,000, 
with which he was trying to smuggle off, and of course the op- 
position was alert to prevent him doing so, Hence rivalry 





and disputes. The one then got his tribe, the Hokcin, to take 
up his name, and the other engaged the Tai-chew, and so we 
had the old ill-spirit roused, with every probability of all the 
evil results, 

We have also heard indirectly that Mr. Wilson’s Income-tax 
is to be extended to the Straits settlements, and we are natu- 
rally not pleased at it, first, because it is the’worst possible tax 
for this country, and secondly, because it is not required. 

A public meeting was held, which was numerously attended, 
and the speakers showed that their expcrience and knowledge 
of the characters of the various inhabitants led them to view 
it as one of the most unpopular taxes, whilst the difficulty and 
expense of collecting it would be enormous. There are spoken 
in this place twenty-two languages, and books and accounts are 
kept in upwards of eighteen. The Income-tax commissioner 
will have no sinecure, even .if it is polyglot, and, failing that, 
how is he to get on? Meanwhile weare looking anxiously for 
delivery from the rule of Bengal. 

‘The following is an extract from the Petition to Parliament 
against this tax :— 

Humbly sheweth,,That a measure worked as one for levying an Income- 
tax must be, is certain to arouse the strongest opposition on the part of the 
inhabitants, and to impose a tax the collect on of which will produce sch an 
affect, would, your Petitioners submit, be impolitic, and could not fail to 
deepen the distrust of the British Government and of its laws and insti- 
tutions which at present unfortunately exists amongst the greater part of the 
population, 
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That immunity from direct taxation has been one of the great causes of 

the commercial prosperity of these entrepots, and an impost, such as that 
proposed, would, in all probability, tend to drive from our ports the indus- 
trious classes of the inhabitants, to the evident and great detriment of the 
trade and revenue. 
That your Petitioners view the proposed imposition with the greatest sur- 
prise, since it is well known that the transfer of the administration of these 
settlements from the Government of India to the Colonial-office, has been 
already resolved upon. 2 

The Straits Times has the following amusing adventure :— 

‘We last week announced the ill-suecess of Lewis’ Equestrian troupe. The 
French Cireas performances had commenced somewhat inauspiciously, as the 
following horse escapade will exhibit. At seven o'clock on the evening of 
the 24th one of the horses broke loose. The animal was quickly pursued by 
the proprietor and some natives, The savage horse collared two of the natives 
and left them almost senseless. The animal’snext sally wasagainst a carriage 
proceeding along the road, but he got beaten off. A native rider wasafterwards 
attacked; he was seized by the waist, dragged to the ground, and then 
trampled upon and otherwise injured; the unfortunate rider’s horse was 
nearly torn to pieces by his infuriated assailant. Having completed so much 
mischief, off went Mazeppa bolt into the garden of the Governor General, 
where he collared a native sentry, and then retumed to the high road, where 
he attacked a carriage whose inmates, some gentlemen, scampered away for 
their lives, These alarming tricks continued about an hour, when one of 
the cireus troupe, taking advantage of a favourable moment, leaped upon 
the horse's back, and led him away to the circus precisely as if nothing had 
happened. The prankish animal no doubt got well punished for his doin, 
cementing the Hcus: bat we rageet that one of hie vitina expired shorty 
after being attacked, 
|. The Singapore Free Press says :— 

In the beginning of April last nine large Lanun pirate prahus made their 
appearance in the Java sea, making descents upon several of the islands 
lying off the s*uth coast of Madura, but they were not very successful in 
their attempts to obtain booty, They would appear to have been so far on 
their return home from one of their annual cruises through the Molucca, the 
Javaand the China seas, We have received information of their having 
reached the China sea, and the probability is, that unless they should fall in 
with a Spanish force, they will reach their head-quarters unmolested, and 
with a large number of captives, In former years these islands and others 
on the coast of Borneo were frequently visited by ficets of Lanun pirate 
prahvs, and the inhabitants suffered severely on such occasions, many being 
killed in the resistance which was very naturally offered, and large numbers 
being carried away. For a time, after the British naval forces during Sir 
‘Thomas Cochrane's command in these waters inflicted such signal chastise- 
ment upon the pirates, Lanun, as well as Dysk, destroying many of the 
strongholds of the former on the cuast of Bornen, they were very cautious, 
and rarely showed themselves in the China sea. on late years, however, 
they have been regaining confidence, and notwithstanding the efforts of the 
Dutch and Spanish authorities to suppress them, they are apparently be- 
coming as audacious and destructive as formerly. 


COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA—EXPORTS. 

Tra.—The comparative exports to Great Britain for the new 
season, commencing Ist July up to date of the mail leaving, are 
rather above the average—At Foo-chow-Foo all descriptions 
have advanced on last quotations—say Congou, low and dusty, 
2 tacls ; common to middling, 2 to 3 taels ; Kysow scarce, and 
much higher ; Oolongs are picked up as they arrive at advanc- 
ing rates, common being very scarce; Souchongs are a little 
cheaper. The following are the settlements reported for the 
fortnight :—Congou : 25,000 chests and 24,000 half-chests at 
9 to 14 tacls for dusty and low, 15 to 19 tacls for ordinary to 
good common, 20 to 24 tacls for but middling to flavoury, and 
25 to 29 tacls for medium to fine Kysows. Oolongs: 17,000 
half-chests at 17 to 19 taels for Foo-chow-Fou packed, 20 to 
22 taels for inferior Ningyong, 224 to 244 taels for common to 
good cargo, and 25 to 27 taels for fine. Souchong: 6,000 
chests at 23 to 86 tacls for medium, 27 to 30 taels for good, 
and 35 to 45 tacls for fine—-At Amoy the demand for ship- 
ment to the United States was very active, and the market had 
been nearly swept at 82 advance on the opening rates—At 
Canton only 80 chops have arrived, of which 66 have been 
taken at 27 to 36 tacls. The price fell a little subsequently to 
the opening rates, but from the causes indicated seem disposed 
to rally again—At Shanghai some Japan leaf is being mani- 
pulated and packed as green. Transactions for the fortnight 
(the whole being Shanghai packed): Blacks, 1,500 chests Hoo- 
chow Congou at 28 taels, a small lot of Ningchow at 24 taels ; 
Greens, G00 packages Hoochow leaf, and 1,500 packages of 
Japan leaf. 

» Sirx.—At Shanghai the eszort of foreigners (mentioned in 
last report) from the interior has been very successful in getting 
parcels to market; it is reported that sailors have been hired 
for this purpose. About 8,000 bales of the new crop have 
reached Shanghai, The holders in the interior require payment 
in Carolus dollars, which has caused that coin to obtain a pre- 
mium cqualling an exchange of about 9s. per dollar. The 
quotations and transactions are given at, for No, 1, Tsatlee 
Taels, 420 to 430 ; Taysaan, No, 1, 350 to 360. At Canton, 








a sale of re-reeled Kumchook, at $460, and scarce at that. 
An increased transit duty of ten taels per bale has been placed 
on silk at Shanghai. 

Drves, &c., at Canton.—Cassia Lignea: The only sale reported. 
at Canton is a lot of 250 piculs at $18 to $18.25 ; the stock is 
called 1,000 piculs, At Macao the sales of the month are re- 
ported at 1,500 piculs at $16.25 to $16.75, there being 800 
piculs in stock. Cassia Buds are scarce and wanted. Cassia 
Oil, the only sale reported is 3 piculs, at $315, leaving 15 piculs 
in stock. Star Anniseed is quoted $16 at Macao, stock 200 picals, 
and no sales. Anniseed Oil, 50 piculs taken at Macao, at $175, 
leaving as much more upon the market. Galangal Root, sales 
at Macao 250 piculs at $4.30, stock 400 piculs. Matting, 
white, four, five, and six quarter, 11,124, and 15 cents. per 
yard. Checked, 124, 143, and 17 cents. Fire Crackers, 85 
cents. per box for the best. 

CHINA—IMPORTS. 

Av SwaNncHal.—Business continues in the same stagnant 
condition. Small sales of shirtings in barter have been made. 
Quotations are nominal—Taels 1.6 to 2.10 for grey and white 
shirtings, and 1.0 to 1.25 for T-cloths, American Drills, 2.5. 

At Foo-cHow-Foo.—Sales of about 12,000 pieces of 
shirtings have been made at $1.75 to $2.70. About 2,000 
piculs lead at $8.25. 

Ar Canton.—The following are the sales : Cotton yarn, 900 
bales ; grey shirtings, 26,000 pieces ; white ditto, 1,600 pieces ; 
T-cloths, 7,000 pieces ; American jeans, 1,700 pieces; chintz, 
1,000 picces ; ‘English camlets, 400 pieces; long ells, 1,000 
Spanish stripes, 120 pieces; lastings, 100 pieces ; lead, 1,200 
piculs ; tin plates (in excessive stock), 100 boxes ; quicksilver, 
200 flasks ; nail rod iron, 600 piculs. 

Ar Hone Kone.—Sales of cotton yarns, 132 bales ; shirtings, 
4,750 pieces grey; T-cloths, 21,500 pieces; long ells, 1,360 
picces; Spanish stripes, 70 pieces; tin plates, 100 boxes; 
lead, 600 piculs ; coals are fetching $17. In addition to this 
there have been large sales by auction of damaged cotton goods.

Smcarorz.—Exrorms.—The demand for produce generally 
has been rather less brisk, and the supplies of some of the 
principal articles having been somewhat larger, prices aro on 
the whole a trifle easier. In Imports: Large supplies are at 
hand, and while dealers are not disposed to purchase, importers 
are still anxious to reduce their stocks; so that, taking into 
consideration the discouraging accounts from the Bengal and 
China markets, that the Siam demand is less active, and that 
cheaper goods are on the way, it is probable that lower prices 
will rule ere long. 2

RUSSIA. 
Sr. Pererspura, September 1. 


(yROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Government has given official notice to the merchants 
at Kiachta that it is not intended to make any altera- 
tion for the present in the duties on tea imported by the land 
frontiers ; that the permission for the importation of tea from 
Canton and other ports of China by sea, which project has long 
been under consideration, will certainly not take place on the 
1st January next, as was gencrally expected; and that in the 
case of such permission being granted at any future timo, it 
shall be publicly notified at least six months previously. Rus- 
sia has of late years made so many important reductions in her 
tariff, and shown such unequivocal signs of conforming gradu- 
ally to tho enlightened principles of free trade, that it cannot 
but be sincerely regretted that the opening of the tea trade has 
been shelved for the present. The Minister of Finance was, 
and is still, completely in favour of throwing open the trade 
and reducing the import duty on teas of all descriptions—both 
by sea and land—to one uniform rate of sixty-five copecks per 
pound, and all the details of the plan had been worked out and 
arranged by this zealous and enlightened Minister of the Crown; 
but unfortunately at the last moment difficulties occurred where 
least expected, which, being considered insuperable under pre- 
sent circumstances, the whole plan has been postponed sine die, 
and hence the issue of the above-mentioned communications to 
the merchants of Kiachta, who consequently obtain a new 
lease of their exclusive privileges and protective duties. In 
connection with the proposed reform of the tariff, it may here 
be mentioned that an extensive reduction in the duties on 
iron and other minerals was intended to be made simultane- 
ously. This has also been overruled in certain high quarters, 
and I fear there is no chance now of further progress in this 
direction for a long time to come. 

By the latest courrierfrom Peking with dates to end of June, we 
learnthat the Russian Ambassador at that Court, General Ignatiew, 
had left the capital, and proceeded to Beitan, on the Gulf of Pet- 
chcli, where he had safely arrived, “having everywhere received 
from the Chinese,” says the despatch, “such signal marks of 
honour as have never before been accorded to any forcign 
ambassador.” At Peking the state of affairs is described as quiet, 
but may be compared to the lull that usually precedes a hurri- 
cane, It was feared that disturbances would shortly break out, 
and many of the principal inhabitants had asked the Russian 
ecclesiastical mission to grant them an asylum if their life and 
property were endangered by any unforeseen popular movement. 
—{The Times, in giving the substance of this intelligence, has 
erroneously given the date as March.]|—Ep. 

According to a report published by the naval department in 
their official organ, the Jfarine Journal, the Russian navy con- 
sisted, on the Ist of January last, of 186 steamers and 41 sail- 
ing ships, giving a total of 227 vessels of all descriptions, 
The distribution of these ships was as follows :-—161 in Baltic 
ports, 6 in the White Sea, 17 in the Caspian, 33 in the Black 
Sea, and 10 in the Pacific Ocean. In addition to these there 
were also 301 gunboats, transports, and other small craft be- 
longing to the navy. Owing to the reduction of the navy by 
the losses incurred at Sebastopol during the late war, a great 
number of naval officers and seamen had been discharged, and 
at the above-mentioned date there were no less than 209 
naval officers of different grades, and 307 petty officers and 
seamen of the Imperial navy serving on board Russian mer- 
chant ships, 

The usual annual fair of Nishny-Nowgorod has commenced, 
and promises to produce very satisfactory results. For the first 
time the Northern Bee publishes this year telegraphic bulletins 
every day of the principal features and transactions of this 
fair, according to which we gather that the supplies of all 
kinds of goods were large, and the sales very extensive; but that 
owing to the great waut of the circulating medium, the prin- 
cipal transactions had been limited to barter. The supply of 
tea comprised 80,000 chests, amongst which, however, there 
‘Was a great deal of inferior quality ; notwithstanding which the 
demand was good, and nearly one half of the stock had by the 
last advices already changed hands. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AxsterDas, September 6, 

In conformity with the contents of the Royal Ordinance of 
28rd August (No. 36), the session of the States General was 
closed this day. In the absence of the King the Royal Speech 
was read by the Minister of the Interior. 

Orders have been sent down to the E. I. depét at Hardcrwyk 
to embark 100 fresh recruits for Batavia, on board the chartered 
transport Australia, Capt. B. D, Jochems, to sail from Nieuwe 
Deep on the 9th inst.

UNITED STATES. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
New York, August 27, 


The following announcement is made in one of our daily 
papers -—* Four ships had cleared out from Kanagawa for Lon- 
don within a month, laden with teas and raw silk; the captain 
of the Onward, which brought the news, states that the quanti- 
ties of teas and silk being brought down for export were 
astonishing.” 

Letters from the U.S. frigate Aiagara, (en route to Japan 
with the Ambassadors), give a very poor account of her perform- 
ances, She is described as much slower than was generally 
believed, and strained hard when under sail. The Ambassadors 
had caused to be removed from the cabin assigned to them almost 
every article of furniture which had been provided expressly for 
them at great cost, preferring to sit on a carpet in the Oriental 
style. They managed to while away the time in eating seven 
or eight times a day, smoking, playing at chess, and caressing 
their great toes, which latter operation afforded them evident 
solace and satisfaction, Tommy was as lively and aiusing as 
ever, and still addicted himself to the habit of writing love. 
letters to his sweethearts. 

A mysterious vessel, with coolies on board for the Chincha 
Islands, had touched at San Francisco for supplics. The United 
States’ Marshal was soon on her track, but the bird had flown, 
An exciting pursuit took place, but with a negative result. 

Havanna dates are to the 18th. There is no news of im- 
portance. The timo limited for the introduction of coolies 
into the island of Cuba had been extended by the Government. 
The Sayhound (American), with 340 coolics, had arrived at 
Havana from China, 


MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL. 

Fretonrs to Cntna,—Assorted goods are quoted at $12 per ton for Hong 
Kong and Shanghai. 

The money-market continues without change of importance. We quote 
call loans at 5 to 5h, while ninety days t> six months (first-class paper) goes 
at 6 to 7 per cent., the latter being an extreme rate, and, in some cases, for 
single names. 

A fair business has been done in sterling exchange. Bankers’ rates for 
sixty-day bills on London were 109} to 110; and short sight ditto, 1104, 
Bills on Paris were steady at 5f. 144. to 5f. 13}c. 

Heup.—There has been nothing further done in Manila. Last week at 
Boston 4,050 bales Manila sold, to arrive per Muli.y, at Oe, 6 mos. 

Inprao is quiet but firm, and principally contined to jobbing lots, for 
which full prices are obtained. Some twenty or thirty cases of Manila sold 
at 55c, to 70c.; and four chests Madras, 80c. six months, with sales of lat 
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week of twenty and twenty-five cases of fine Manila, at 85c. to 120c.; a 
few Madras, 85c. 

Raw Sirx.—We notice further sales of Canton and Taysaams since the 
1st—about 100 cases and bales, for use, within our quotation; also

THE SLAVE TRADE. 

The official despatch from the United States’ Secretary to 
the British Government is published in the New York papers, 
from which we extract the following :— 

“This Government will, to the utmost extent ofits power, put down this 
abominable traffic, and capture all American vessels and punish all American 
citizens engaged in it, The success which has already attended our efforts 
near the coast of Cuba prove that we have done our duty in this respect, 
and this at enormous expense, for the support of the captured Africans, for 
their transportation back to Africa, and for their liberal maintenance there 
during the period of a year after their return, 

“Second; The laws of registration and inspection in the Island of Cuba, 
by which the employment of slaves imported contrary to law might be de- 
tected by the Spanish authorities, After what has been said, it is necessary 
that the Government of the United States could not ask Spain to pass such 
laws of registration. But if this were otherwise, it is quite certain that 
such laws would have no practical effect, For if ‘her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment are well aware that the price of sugar and the demand for labour af- 
ford the slave-trader profits which enable him to corrupt the authorities, 
whose duty it is to thwart and defeat this criminal enterprise, and if joint- 
stock companies are established at Havana for the purpose of prosecuting 
the African slave trade under the eye of the highest officials of the island, 
and with perfect impunity, it would be vain to expect the registrars through- 
out the country would counteract the policy of their superiors by faithfully 
performing their duty. 

“Phird, A plan of emigration from China, regulated by the agents of 
European nations, in conjunction with the Chinese authorities, It is not 
probable that Lord John Russell expected this Government to unite in 
forming such a plan of emigration from China, for if he had entertained this 
idea he would scarcely have omitted ‘ the agents’ of the United States from 
any participation in its regulation. Nor can the President share in the an- 
ticipation of her Britannic Ma‘esty’s Government that the coolie trade can 
be put on any such footing as will relieve it of those features of fraud and 
violence which render the details of its prosecution scarcely less horrible 
than those of themiddle passage ; and he is of opinion that it would exert 
a most deleterious influence upon every portion of this country to import into 
it Chinese coolies as labourers, In the States, where the institution of do- 
mestic slavery exists, these heathen coolies would demoralise the peaceful, 
contented, and orderly slaves, very many of whom are sincere Christians, 
and in the Free States they would be brought into competition with our own 
respectable a1.d industrious labourers, whether of native or foreign birth, who 


constitute so large a port:on of our best citizens, WM. Henny TRSSOOTT, 
Acting Secretary.”

THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 


At the end of June, the English Expedition in the Chinese waters was 
ready for action, and only waiting for the arrival of the French supplies and 
reinforcements, Delays of this kind are almost inevitable in all joint mili- 
tary operations; and it is fortunate that, in this instance, the backwardness 
is not on the English side. It would be absurd to blame the French autho- 
tities for the unavoidable accidents which may affect arrangements necessa- 
rily concerted at Paris to be carried out on the other side of the globe, 

















‘The English bases of operation at Calcutta and Singapore are several thou- 
sand miles nearer to the scene of action, and probably it will be found 
that the early readiness of our fleetand army is represented by an enor- 
mous expenditure. If domestic journalists or foreign critics would, on 
future occasions, make similar allowances for Englieh shortcomings, the 
lesson which may be conveyed by the delay in the Gulf of Pecheli will 
not have been altogether unprofitable. By this time the allied forces are 
probably in movement, bursting through or overawing all attempts at re- 
sistance. It seems to be taken for granted that the Peiho forts will be 
turned, that the river will be ascended, and that the armies will advance 
beyond Tientsin in the direction of Peking. The allied commanders are 
probably well aware that, it they can extort a tolerable peace, the achieve- 
ment will far outweigh any possible amount of glory which can be won 
from Tartar troops and generals, A more unsatisfactory war has never been 
undertaken since the first commencement of Buropean intercourse with 
Eastern Asis, Ordinary politicians are obliged to judge and to act on the 
statements of unknown authorities who possess or claim a special knowledge 
of the subject ; and, unluckily, the residents at Hong Kong, and the mer- 
chants who trade to China, are by no means unanimous on any question 
which relates to any treaty, course of policy, or war, in the past, the present, 
or the future, A pamphlet lately printed at Hong Kong, under the title of. 
“ England's Policy in China,” denounces the opium trade, the proceedings of 
Mr. Bruce, and the general conduct of the English in China, with a conf- 
dence of assertion which would be more convincing if dogmatism were not 
characteristic of colonial controversy. It is little to the purpose to remark 
that the treatment which has been applied to China would be utterly intole- 
table if it were adopted towards any European State. Those who assume 
most readily that the law of nations is equally applicable to the West and 
to the East are generally most sweeping in their contempt for the ignorance 
that would attribute to China the maxims or modes of thought which are 
universally prevalent in Christendom. The author of the pamphlet quotes 
the opinion of a certain leading foreign merchant in China, that treaties in 
the East are only binding as far as they are “beneficial to commerce, to in- 
dustry, and to the great interests of the country.” It is also necessary that 
they should “have received the free assent” of the nation which is called 
upon to carry out their stipulations. In other words, the Chinese repudiate 
all obligations which are inconvenient, especially when they, in the first 
instance, had intended to violate their undertakings. ‘The “leadingfor eign 
merchant,” by a bold innovation in ethics and jurisprudence, scems to assert 
the equity as well as the actual existence of the Chinese mode of interpre- 
tation. “I would suggest that in courts of justice among the icivilised 
nations of the West, the fundamental fact required in contracts is that their 
provisions shall have received the voluntary assent of the mind of both 
parties, and if the evidence of that assent is wanting, the contract is null 
and void, .... The rule which requires the voluntary assent of the 
mind is obviously a rule of justice, while that which requires fulfilment 
without such assent is the rule of injustice.” The ethics of Hong Kong ap- 
pear to be identical with the doctrine of mental reservation which brought 
so much odium on the Jesuits, and on the casuists in general. The con- 
temporaries of Euripides were never weary of taunting him with a still 
earlier and broader exposition of the same questionable proposition. “The 
tongue has sworn, but the mind is still unsworn,” was considered to include 
whatever sophistry could be enlisted in the service of practical dishonesty. 
If the Chinese and their advocates insist on construing their treaties by their 
own wishes and intentions, it certainly becomes necessary to consider how 
their defective moral sense may be supplied by the occasional exercise of 
force. It might be possible to believe in the knowledge and judgment of an 
Anglo-Chinese expert if he confined himself to allegations as to the practice 
of the nation which he has studicd, but a writer who considers that the 
substance of treaties is not contained in their express provisions may be 
equally liable to error in his descriptions of Chinese character, As long as 
the intercourse of Europeans with China depended on custom and tacit 
acquiescence, it was unnecessary to inquire into the national mode of dealing 
with written obligations, but within twenty years various rights have been 
acquired by formal treaty, and in many instances the whole commerce of 
England is dependent on stipulations which have never yet been disputed. 
If the Court of Peking were allowed to interpret Lord Elgin’s treaty ac- 
cording to its own secret policy, no security would remain for the concessions 
which were long before obtained by Sir Henry Pottinger. There are seve- 
ral suggestions in the Hong Kong pamphlet which seem reason- 
able aud useful, but, in disputed questions, an authority which 
cannot be trusted possesses little practical value. The oddity of 
the present war is increased by the circumstance that, in some 
‘ts of the empire, it assumes the form of a triangular campaign. 
During the delay of the allied forces, the rebels captured the import. 
ant town of Soochow, and the French General actually proposed to 
interfere by force for the restoration of the Imperial authority. Mr. Bruce 
and Sir Hope Grant judiciously declined to waste their strength in support- 
ing the enemy whom they might soon afterwards be compelled to attack; 
yet the scheme may not be so absurd in China as if it had been devised in 
any other part of the world. It is possible that the Imperial Gove nment 
might be conciliated by timely assistance, even though the proceeding were 
followed by open hostilities ; and it may be advantageous to treat with a 
State which retains sufficient unity to carry out any compact to which its 
rulers have consented. The advocates of China would in general applaud 
European interference for the restoration of Imperial authority, but no 
English Government will commit the error of embarking in a gratuitous 
contest under absolute incapacity to foresee the probable issue. If moral 
scruples and considerations of political expediency were insufficient causes 
for disliking the war, the expen:e alone might well alarm any prudent 
statesman. It is asserted that the outlay of the Commissariat in a single 
month amounted to £400,000, and it is known that enormous sums have 
been asked and obtained for freight and transport. The amount which was 
voted by Parliament in the latter part of the Session must already have 
been exhausted, and there can be little doubt that the Government will be 
compelled before the end of the year to resort to the additional vote of 
credit. It is true that England can afford all things that are necessery, NOF 
is it expedient that questions of peace or war should be decided principally 
with reference to expense. It is only in an ambiguous and unprofitable 
quarrel that all objections to war apply with cumnlative force. The couutry 
and the Houses of Parliament will assuredly be satisfied with moderate con- 
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cessions, although it has been thought right, on the authority of the Go- 
‘vernment, to exact retribution for the affair of the Peiho, and to confirm by 
a fresh display the moribund treaty of Tientsin.— Saturday Review, 


THE|FRENCH versus ENGLISH FORCES IN CHINA.) 
It has for some time been the fashion to speak of unreadiness as if it were 
an essential part of the English military character. Throughout the Crimean 
- War we were politely taunted with our want of promptitude, and “ Les 
Anglais sont toujours trop tards” was adopted, even among ourselves, as a 
Formule of selfreproach. No matter what the nature of the service, our 
allies always managed to convince themselves, and moro than half convinced 
Barope, that their energy alone saved us from the most serious scrapes. 
Their Zouaves were scrambling "p the hill at the Alma before our troops 
had got across the water ; it was they who rescued us from the jaws of the 
Bussians at Inkerman; and, as to the Malakhoff and Redan, why, in con- 
sideration for our feelings, they forbore allusion to the respective shares of 
tho two countries in that transaction, Ryen in the last China campaign, 
where the proportion of English and French troops was reversed, 
the handful of the latter proved themselves worthy sons of “la grande 
mation,” and quietly appropriated to themselves the lion’s share of the 
éclat, such as it was. If there are but half-a-dozen Frenchmen in an 
attacking foree, no sooner is a point carried than they pull out the tricolours 
which seems always forthcoming at the right moment, and shout “ Vive 
TEmpereur!” while their less mereurial comrades are making good their 
position, or following up the retreating enemy. But the fact remains that 
the French have a greater eredit for alacrity, mobility, and rapid organiza 
tion than ourselves. Every one knows the apologies and qualifications 
that may be made to account for our own tardiness, but we prefer to 
own frankly that in the sudden exigencies of warfare the “solidity” of 
our genius and institutions makes it hard for us to keep pace with the 
elasticity of our neighbours. We do not say it is satisfactory, but it is in- 
structive, to observe that such results are not invariable. It is possible for 
an English contingent to be beforehand, and for a French contingent to be 
too late. Yesterday we published a telegram from Hong Kong confirming 
the letter of our correspondent at Shanghai, dated June 30 :— The Bri- 
tish force were ready for attack, but the French had protested against com- 
mencing hostilities on account of having lost all their harness in the vessel 
which was wrecked at Amoy, and having also 2,000 men less than the 
British.” We take it for granted that the second motive is imperfectly ex- 
pressed in the telegram, and was grounded on an honourable anxiety on the 
part of the French Commissioner that his countrymen should bear their fair 
Ahare in a joint expedition, rather than on any unworthy jealousy of the 
English. At all events, it is gratifying to know that “on the 26th of June 
Lord Elgin induced Baron Gros to withdraw the protest,” and that “the 
Attack was to commence immediately.” We have every hope that, allowing 
for this deduction, the aggregate force will be strong enough to effect its 
purpose ; and, if this be so, we doubt whether the Emperor of China will 
concern himself to calculate which of the two Western Powers contributed 
most to the momentum of the blow. Nor do we think it necessary to sup- 
pote any deficiency in the naval or military preparations of our allies, ex- 
cept, perhaps, in the number of transports employed. We must remember 
that their basis of operations is practically much more distant than our 
own, inasmuch as they have no important military and naval establish- 
ments in India or the Straits of Malacca, It is wiser as well as more 
charitable to attribute their disasters to ill-luck, and to speak of 
our own better fortune, as Cicero warns us, “sparingly and with difi- 
dence.” We hare, indeed, alluded to this mishap in perfect good-humour, 
and in no spirit of national vanity. Accidents will happen, and the adminis. 
trative virtues of our neighbours are too universally acknowledged to need 
any defence. The moral we would draw is for the edification of our own 
countrymen, and it is, that we ought not to throw the responsibility of every 
failure on the badness of our “sys‘em.” By all means let us improve our 
machinery to the utmost, but let us place our chief trust on the personal merit 
of those whom we employ, There never was a more completely organised 
expedition launched from our shores than that which perished under Lord 
Chatham's auspices at Walcheren. There never was a worse appointed army 
than the Volunteer force which, under Garibaldi, overran Sicily and now 
“ threatens Naples. The same troops under different Generals develope dif- 
ferent capacitivs, According as they are led, English so'diers may be im- 
pulsive, or French soldiers steady. The secret of the present efficiency of 
the British armament in the Gulf of Pecheli we take to be twofold—the 
personal qualities of the Admiral and Commander-in-Chief, and a very large 
expenditure of money. When we read of “the untiring solicitude and 
unwearying care of Admiral Hope and Sir Hope Grant,” and think of the 
Vote of credit in anticipation of the China expenses, we need not resort to 
any abstruse explanation of the fact that for once we have been more alert 
than our allies, —Times. 











Literature, 
British Relations in China. By Capt. SHerarp Osporn; Black- 
wood & Sons, Edinburgh and London. 

Captain Sherard Osborn thinks like a sailor, fights like a 
sailor, and writes like a sailor. His marked characteristic is 
best expressed by the word dash, and dash is a far greater vir- 
tue in fighting than in authorship. He has been in two China 
wars, and we doubt not performed his duty well as a naval 
officer. With the knowledge he thus acquired of China and the 
Chinese character he deems himself competent to advise us on 
what some consider rather an intricate question, “ Our future 
relations with China.” Captain Osborn’s advico amounts to 
this :—“Teach them through the gentle medium of Armstrong 
guns how willing you are to take their tea and silk, and how 
anxious you are to supply them with Manchester goods.” He 
says, treat the Chinese like children, do what you consider best 


Is'and,” an effective sketch, is happily concluded. 





for them, tell them it must be so; use force if necessary ; do 
not procrastinate or hesitate a moment, and, above all, do not 
appeal totheir reason, At pages 92 and 93 he brings several 
charges against the merchants of China, who, he says, advance 
specious arguments in behalf of their vested interests—trade— 
and have induced our statesmen to steer n middle course. We 
consider this a great libel on the merchants of China. We do not 
think that a community of merchants exist who are disposed 
more freely to make sacrifices for the general good, and bear 
the attendant losses more patiently. The Canton factories (with 
large quantities of goods) burnt down in 1857, for which they 
have, up to this moment, not received any compensation, is a 
good illustration of our belief. Captain Osborn dwells bitterly 
on the delay of our Government in obtaining satisfaction for the 
Taku defeat. Although we dissent from many of the writer’s 
views, we bear willing testimony to the interest of his book, 
and it contains a most valuable map. 





The Han of Destiny: a Romance of Modern History. By L. 
A. Crawerovzow. TT. C. Newby, 30, Welbeck-strcet, 
Cavendish-square. 

Before Louis Napolcon shall have been gathered to his fore- 
fathers ten years, he will probably be the hero of a hundred 
novels. We could have been content to wait until then, but 
M. Chamerovzow has decreed otherwise. Even now, while that 
august potentate is making history his sallow visage and in- 
scrutable moustache are surrounded with the accessories of fic- 
tion, “The Man of Destiny” is no other than his Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor of the French. We are not bound to 
state what we think of the portrait, but we are perfectly will- 
ing to say that the author has produced a very clever book. 
As a work of fiction it is defective. The story lacks interest 
and continuity ; the personages talk (some of them, indeed, in 
a strange manner), but they want the “breath of life,” and the 
writer’s style is altogether too diffuse. It is as a semi-political 
resume of the events of 1848 that the work is valuable. As 
might be expected, therefore, what the author terms his “ di- 
gressions” are the best parts of his book. Wo refer especially 
to the fourth chapter of the first volume, and the third chap- 
ter of the second volume, which contain admirably-written re- 
views of the state of political parties iin France when Louis 
Napoleon began to achieve his “destiny.” We cordially re- 
commend the perusal of the work beforo us—uot as a good 
novel, but as being more valuable than a good novel would be. 





The Daughters of Merville, By S.J. W: T. C. Newby, 30, 
Welbeck-street, Cavendish- square, 

This is a tale of fashionable life, very well pritned, very 
tastefully bound, and dedicated “ by special permission” to a 
duchess. It is by no means unworthy of these advantages, 
for it is written in good taste, and with considerable talent.

of late years, and indecd it has been commended, on very excellent autho- 
rity, not only to the attention of no less a person than the Commander-in- 
Chess but to every one at all interested in the welfare of the British 
soldier, 

Mr. W. H. Ward having brought his experiments with the ocean signal 
telegraph to a favourable issue at Woolwich, has received instructions from 
the Poard of Admiralty to proceed to Milford Haven and embark on board 
H.M.'s screw steamship Zoyal Albcrt, flag of Rear-admiral Sir Charles 
Fremantle, K.C.B., for a course of experiments at sea. 

Donald M‘Kay, the celebrated American shipbuilder, writes to the Boston 
Commercial Bulletin some of the results of bis observations in the British 
Bavy yards. ‘The Government is now building fifty-three steam war vessels 
of various kinds, carrying 1,783 guns, or nearly as many as the whole 
United States navy. “By the middle of next year, when the ships now on 
the stocks are completed, the British fleet will count 735 vessels, with 
17,099 guns, and 182,780; horae power, or abont eight times as many guns 
asfour navy. Over 200,000 men will be required to man the vessels, 
The French navy is, in guns, only a little over half as etrong as the 
English. 

The Metropolitan Police (Dockyards) Bill, which has received the Royal 
Assent, and will immediately come into operation, provides for a uniform 
system of police supervisi. n throughout the whole of the Government dock- 
yards. A large number of the B division of metropolitan police, who have 
for many years been on duty at the dockyards of Woolwich and Deptford, 
and at Woolwich Arsenal, will therefore be transferred to other Govern- 
ment establishments, and it is stated that the entire force will be placed 
under the command of Mr, Mallalieu, the present superintendent of the R 
division, who was, previous to the introduction of the Act, specially em- 
ployed to visit the Royal dockyards, and report as to the existing police 
Tegulations.

INTERPRETERS FOR CHINA. 

THERE is no subject more talked about and less understood 
than the Far East. We may suppose that “ distance lends en- 
chantment to the view.” John Bull is so very gullible that he 
swallows every fine story about the Court of Pcking, the unap- 
proachable Emperor, and all his glittering mandarins. They 
are very proud, certainly, and they ought to be humbled; very 
eruel—wituess Mr. Commissioncr Ych—and very obstinate, 
and they ought to be brought to reason, But how must we do 
this? Well, with soldiers and ships, of course ; and without 
money we cannot carry on the war. We have paid for such 
things before, and surely we can do so again, It will cost only 
four millions, or a little more. We will send out 20,000 men 
and a large fiect, and charter all the merchant vessels in that 
quarter, and frighten the Chinese who are so brave and daring. 
The management is in the hauds of a great statesman, at least 
he bore that character in another part of the world, and no 
doubt he will understand Chinese tactics very soon, and if he 
does not wind up the affair too hastily and come home, why we 
expect he will make a decided improvement. We shall have a 
resident minister in Peking who will live in bis hotel and 
weather the dusty, blustering winds of the north, and finally 
retire on a decent pension. Le will be able to understand all 
Chinese customs and manners, and have a little private confi- 
dential intercourse occasionally with the Celestial minister for 
the Interior or the Exterior, and if he docs not speak their 
Janguage, why he will get it interpreted for him somehow. The 
records of these debates will form interesting subjects for Blue- 
-books, and show that something is being done in the capital of 
the North. 

But, extra jocum, there should be some defined policy 
explained to the public before the public money is do- 
manded. The tax-payers of England will never see a shilling 
of the four millions again, and, what is worse, they have no 
guarantee that it will be a benevolence to the Chinese Emperor. 
We have condemned the policy that calls for a resident Minister 
at Peking, butif this be not proved advisable, then lettheinterests 
of British trade be looked after by a man who understands 
practically the nature of the case, and by one who also under- 
stands the Chinese language, if such can be found. More trouble 
has arisen from this defect—the ignorance of the language 
——than perhaps anything else. What breeds greater contempt 
for a man than an inapt and unscholarlike use of words? 
Yet if we may judge from the versions of some of the 
Chinese documents, the translators cannot have had very clear 
notions of the original. What must the converse be when our 
English despatches are put into Chinese? We may well in- 
Quire what the process is which these papers go through before 
they are presentable to the native authorities. It must be 
Supposed that, after all, they are the composition of natives in 
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the employ of the English, for no foreigner has ever yet been 
able to write Chinese in an approved style, and is it uncha- 
ritable to suppose that a few elegant, perhaps, but insufficient 
phrases, have crept m occasionally? Upon these the wary 
mandarin builds a mountain of difficulty, or does not, as we 
have before observed, properly estimate the consequence of 8 
refusal to accede to our demands. 

We cannot expect that this danger to public peace, and the 
heavy tax upon the nation for Chinese wars, will be diminished 
until the British Governmont provide some means for preparing 
their interpreters and making them efficient. Every writer on 
China notices the great want of interpreters, and surely, after 
voting the large sum which isto be expended on thisnew war,a provi- 
sion might be made for qualifying persons to hold really faithful 
and true communications with the Chinese Government. All sorts 
of misunderstandings will arise, if the methods of communica- 
tion be neglected ; and a ten years’ course of study upon the 
basis of a liberal education cannot be too long a period for such 
preparation as that difficult language requires. India, where 
folly had wrought much evil, now claims the talent and genius 
of our country for her Government ; why should not a portion 
of the same be devoted to providing a worthy staff of interpreters 
and consuls for China where similar troubles may arise? No 
abiding relations of a peaccful nature can subsist between 
Oriental nations and foreigners, unless the latter are acquainted 
with the languages of the former. 

What we should aim at in China is a policy which would in- 
crease their respect for Europeans, and especially for our own 
people. This will be produced by a course which is at the 
same time suaviter in modo a fortitur in re. It is certain that 
the British people will expect something permanent from the 
vast expense of this war, and will anticipate a reduction in tea and 
silk, whether they get aresident minister in Peking or not. 





RUSSIAN INFLUENCE IN CHINA. 


A wnrrer in the Long Hong Daily Press, who dates his letter 
from Lappa Hill, referring to information given by our Russian 
correspondent in a recent number of The London and China 
Express, says :—“It would appear to be the wish of the Rus- 
sians to induce a general belief amongst the English residents 
here that they are at present on bad terms with the Chinese,” 
Of course this writer from Lappa Hill is at full liberty (as are 
all other readers) to draw such conclusions as he may think fit 
from statements in our paper, but we must be allowed to say 
that we do not profess to expound the views of the Russian or 
any other Government. Our Russian correspondent simply 
records such facts as come under his notice, and let us add that 
he is in a position to derive his information from the most 
authentic sources. We are glad that in this instance his com- 
munication has been confirmed by Continental papers. No one 
can deny that Russia has great facilities for gaining information 
about that part of China which is less accessible to us than to 
them, and it is known that the Russian Government pays more 
attention to the culture of Eastern languages and the acquisi- 
tion of such general information as may be serviccable to 
them in their intercourse with Eastern nations than we ourselves 
do. Weare far from being Russian sympathisers, but still we 
think it only right to say that it appears to us ridiculous to as- 
cribe failures of our own to Russian influence. The cry of Rus- 
sian encroachment has served its turn. We have had Russian 
wars and Persian wars, and we have striven, in conjunction with 
other nurses, to preserve the sick man, but we have only has- 
tened his approaching death. The falsified Affghan despatches 
afford a notable instance of what the pretext of counteracting 
Russia has led to, and we heartily hope that it is not to become 
the fashion for our diplomatists to justify their policy in China 
by their fears of Russian encroachment, The Russian wolves 
are not the only ones who cover themselves with sheep's 
clothing. 





JULY 1860 IN CHINA. 

Our position in China, as recorded by late mails, is cer- 
tainly most anomalous, and in no other place could it exist. 
At war with the Imperial Government, of that no doubt exists— 
although a public declaration, as is customary by the recog- 
nised law of nations, has not yet appeared—we maintain friendly 
intercourse with various of its representatives in the Provinces, 
were our commercial interests dictate such proceedings. In 
Canton, our forces and those of our ally assist in re-establishing 
order, and enable the Provincial Governments to collect the 
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necessary ways and means to provide for the indemnity and 

* compensation, first for others, then for ourselves, leaving them 
enough on hand to meet extraordinary expenditure, such as 
putting down local rebellion or brigandage—to decide which is 
indeed not in our power—and may be to assist the Imperial 
Exchequer with some funds to be applied for purposes of defence 
against ourselves in some other part of that vast empire. 
‘What docs it matter to a Chinese official what occurs in 
another Province, which to him is almost another empire ? 

Some of these provinces, to judge them by the population, 
are what in Europe is considered a first-rate Power, 
exceeding in population that of Imperial France. On the other 
hand, have the authorities of Canton shown their due apprecia- 
tion of the assistance rendered them by leasing to us, in per- 
petuity, at a nominal ground rent of 500 taels, the peninsular 
(or part of it) of Cowloon, opposite the city of Victoria, Hong 
Kong! a position so important, in many respects, to Hong Kong, 
that it scems rather surprising it was not sccured at an carlicr 
period, as we might have been forestalled by some other Power. 
The Canton authorities must have been perfectly aware that 
the immediate purpose for which we now want this part of the 
mainland is for locating troops and stores, &c., ‘to be em- 
ployed at another part of the empire against their Imperial 
Master. 

Proceeding northwards, we have just now, not by treaty 
right, but by a kind of sub-treaty with provincial officials, 
established a consul at Swatow, having previously given our 
assistance in organising a Custom-house with European 
Officials for collecting the revenue, and which in- 
volved the seizure of the British barque Chin Chin: 
At Amoy business is proceeding satisfactorily. At Foo-chow- 
Foo a party quarrel between Canton and Chin-chew sailors is 
looked on with {indifference by our consuls, who can give no 
assistance to the authorities, because, as yet, none of our people 
have suffered; but, if such had happened, they would of course 
have held the authorities responsible. What to us secms inex- 
plicable is that, as at present circumstanced, not one British 
maan-of-war is, or at any rate was, so far as our last advices go, 
at this important port, when events in other parts of the em- 
pire may, at any moment, imperil the safety and lives of all 
foreign residents, . 

Chusan is now in our occupation for the third time ; will it 
remain so, and at last the anxious wish of Mr. Montgomery 
Martin be realised, who for fifteen years advocated its retention, 
and the giving up of Hong Kong? While we admire the 
patriotism which dictated Mr. Martin's advocacy of this idea, 
even to the extent of sacrificing an annual income of £1,200 to 
enable him to bring his views personally under notice of her 
Majesty’s Government, we may hope that by this time he will 
have scen that it was a mere chimera of hisown brain. On the 
one hand it was no easy matter to give up Hong Kong, after 
the vast outlay, both public and private, which had been made ; 
‘nd Chusan could not offer a harbour that could stand com- 
parison with that of Hong Kong; and now that it has passed 
through its transition period, it has in a great measure justified 
the expectation which induced Sir Henry Pottinger to select it, 
which was its contiguity to Canton, and without it our trade 
could not have increased to the extent it has. 

In a report as to the views stated by Mr. Martin, Sir John 

Davis stated :— 
+ To prove that climate must not be rashly assumed as the cause of 
mortality among the soldiery, I may cite Chusan in 1840. . . . Ido 
not say that (for a great many reasons) I should not rather have kept Chusan 
than Hong Kong at the settlement of the Convention, but, if the Chinese 
fulfil their engagements, I do not sce how this is now to be done.” 

We hold Sir John Davis was right. Since that time the 
opening of Japan has given more importance to the island, 
from its position to that empire, the Government of which 
‘once occupied it and made it the entrepot of a lucrative trade, 
Sooner or later it will no doubt fall into the protecting arm of 
one or other of the Western Powers. Not acting single-handed 
at present in China, it is not likely that wo shall demand its 
cession, but most probably we will hold it as a kind of depot, 
whilst our Allies hold another part. A convention exists 
between the English and Chinese Governments, by which the 
latter bound itself not to surrender the island to any other 
Power, and we on our hand promised to defend it against 
aggressors, This is an important fact, and in due season will 
doubtless be acted on. 

Proceeding from Chusan to Ningpo, we learn that “every- 
thing was quict,” and we have no doubt that its inhabitants 





would prefer seeing the city again occupied by our troops, if 
only to keep out the rebels. Our position in Shanghai, the 
present residence of our Ambassador to the Court of China, the 
chief emporium of our trade with that empire, and the vicinity 
of the rebels or taepings, make it now the most interesting 
port. Our proceedings in the Gulf of Pecheli are plain enough, 
but at Shanghai we are aggressors and defenders at the same 
time, 
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SANITARY CONDITION OF HONG KONG. 

Tae China Mail of the 5th July, in an article on the sanitary 
state of Hong Kong, says that the inhabitants owe it to the 
present Governor that prompt and decided measures have been 
taken for a good supply of wholesome water, and that there is 
now a sure prospect that before long the necessary works will 
be commenced for carrying out the plan approved of last year. 
We are right glad that at last this essential element will be, in 
all likelihood, supplied to the increasing inhabitants of the colony. 
It seems to us that there has been some gross neglect 
on the part of the local authorities, but to whom the blame 
is particularly due we are unable to say. We believe, that 
in addition, the military buildings, Government ‘House, 
and the Government offices bave—thanks to the Royal 
Engincers—been supplied with water ever since their erection. 
It certainly seems strange that the department of the Sur- 
veyor-General should never till lately have thought about the 
supply of water. Even that extensive estimate of Mr. Gordon’s 
(then Surveyor-General), dated 10th February, 1844, amount- 
ing to $796,275 (sce Mr. Martin’s “China”), does not say a 
word about water, nor are we aware that for many years after 
anything was done on the subject. On searching a number of 
Parliamentary and other papers relating to Hong Kong, in 1846, 
an estimate (No. 3 of that year) seems to have been actually 
prepared to provide for “tanks in case of fire,” but it lay 
dormant in some of the numerous pigeon-holes at the Govern- 
ment offices till, we believe, the great fire in the lower bazaar 
drew -attention to the want of them, and some years after 
(1854 or 1855), several of these tanks were at last made. We 
must, however, not forget that several wells had been sunk in 
various parts of the city, but—as far as we can ascertain—in 
such a manner that they were perfectly useless for the purpose 
intended. In a despatch of Sir John Bowring’s, dated 24th of 
May, 1856, No. 82 (Parliamentary Paper), the then Governor 
says :— 

ch The topic of the public health occupies the constant attention of the 
Government. Exaggerated statements as to the mortality of the colony 
having been industriously circulated, and false reports prevailing as to the 
prevalence of fatal epidemics, I crused an investigation to take place, the re- 
sult of which shows that for the months of February, March, and April, 
the average mortality did not exceed 1 in 7,000.” 

From the enclosure to this despatch—the Colonial Secretary’s 
letter—we find him to say, in referring to the colonial surgeon’s 
annual report :— 

“In that report I have not much to notice, save that the colonial surgeon 
seems to be unaware that much has been done during the past year to im- 
prove the sanitary condition of the city, Tanks to ensure a proper suppl 
of water are nearly completed. Captain Cowper is engaged ina thorugh 
revision of the sewerage and drainage, and an ordinance to regulate build- 
ings and suppress nuisances has recently passed the Legislative Council.” 

The acting Cvlonial Secretary, in his report of May 29, 1857, 
with reference to the acting Surveyor-General’s annual report, 
says that he has no particular remarks to make thereon, and 
concludes thus :—“ but I may perhaps be permitted to remark, 
“that the general state of the roads, strects, drains, in and 
“about the town of Victoria reflect the highest credit on the 
“ Surveyor-General’s department generally ; and if kept up in 
“their present condition, will enable the town of Victoria to 
“bear the test of comparison with any colonial town.” In a 
subsequent report, dated March 20, 1858, he draws attention 
to the “imperative necessity of commencing, at an carly day, 
“a thorough water supply to the town,” remarking, that in 
England this might be left to private enterprise, but in Hong 
Kong it must be taken in hand by Government ; fervently hoping 
that there will be no delay in the matter of supply, and ear- 
nestly pressing the danger of a want upon his Excellency, as @ 
famine of water would destroy all the progress that had been 
made during the preceding five years ; and Sir John Bowring, 
in his report on the colony of the 25th of March, 1858, 
says :— 

ch I attach great importance to the question of an adequate water supply. 
Though the Island owes its name to the reputation of its waters, the vast 
increase of population, the enormous demands for the shipping, and tho 
insufficiency of present arrangements (though much bas been done to pro- 
vide a sufficiency of water), all serve to show that measures for providing for 
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the necessity of the case should have early attention, which I will not fail 
‘to give.” 
‘On the other hand we find, that in the estimates for the year 
1858, which we suppose were prepared about the middle of 
1857, £1,500 had been provided for on account of tanks and 
water supply. From the foregoing it seems to us that under 
the several governors, from Sir John Davis to the present one, 
this matter has, more or less, been kept in view; but, appa- 
rently, the estimates submitted to them were, if not altogether 
useless, certainly not comprehensive enough. It is but simplo 
justice to remark, that up to the time Sir John Bowring ob- 
tained a surplus fund, the two governors (his predeccssors) 
were rather restricted in their resources, on account of the 
pressure put upon them, both from colonists and Parliament, 
for bringing the expenditure within the revenue ; so much s0, 
that Sir George Bonham scems to have been compelled to limit 
the execution of public works, which he and his predecessors 
had contemplated. We may remark that Sir John Davis de- 
layed building a Government House, and other buildings, so 
that the essential improvements, as roads, strects, and drains, 
might be proceeded with. 

Many of our readers in China will recollect certain “State- 
ments and Suggestions regarding Hong Kong,” being a collec- 
tion of letters from justices of the peace, and others, proposing 
to ,“rid Parliament of a pecuniary burden,” viz, the annual 
grants. This remarkable production of collective wisdom will 
be rather surprising to a reader at the present period, that is 
ten years after its appearance. One writer, a justice of the peace 
and M.L.C., suggested the abolishment of the Surveyor- 
General's Office, and says, “ No new buildings or roads are likely 
to be required.” Another justice of the peace, and once a member 
of a leading mercantile firm, considered a revenue of £20,400 
“more than adequate for the expenses of an efficient Govern- 
“ment establishment, and for all other purposes of the colony.” 
Another justice of the peace makes an estimate of £17,650, 
which, he thinks, “would be sufficient for the colonial esta- 
“lishment, supreme court, police and gaols, and all ;” and as 
the revenue for 1849 amounted to £23,617, or £6,000 more, 
he thinks that the ground-rent, as he says, “the only item of 
revenue complained of,” could be reduced, “or be done away 
with, and Property Tax substituted instead,” after which he thinks 
the colony would progress. Next to him came another justice 
of the peace and merchant who, on the contrary, says that the 
sources of industry have, in fact, been dried up by the Govern- 
ment through the opium and other farms ; and to illustrate the 
hopeless state of affairsin the South of China in 1850,as compared 
with 1837-38, he shows that the delivery, we almost had said 
smuggling of opium to Canton, could not 80 easily be effected 
now as then. He says, “I had for some months to take the 
night duty (to deliver opium at various points on the river) on 
myself, in addition to making sales during the day. My first 
delivery was above Canton, after which I made deliveries at 
every point of the river, sometimes to the value of $18,000 to 
$20,000 at a time,” &c. We have no idea who this discon- 
tented smuggler was, and only quote his opinion to show to 
what great extent opinion varied as to the slow progress of the 
colony. In April 1851, further statements and suggestions re- 
garding Hong Kong submitted to members of Parliament com- 
plained of the high rate of taxation as agreat hinderance to the 
prosperity of the colony. We find that the revenue for 1850, 
from all sources, what otherwise would be called Imperial and 
Municipal, amounted to about 14s. per head. 

We have rather gone beyond our limits in commenting on the 
sanitary state of the Colony of Hong Kong, respecting “ supply 
“of water,” but being sincerely anxious to discover as to the how 
and when, could not fail to notice the diversity of opinions 
which existed regarding Hong Kong, even by gentlemen like the 
justices of the peace whose opinions are quoted, and who from 
their position must be supposed to have had the best means of 
obtaining information, and becoming able advisers. Our readers 
will have porecived, if they know anything of the Purliameut- 
ary debates regarding the grants of Parliament, which were 
chiefly founded on statements like the above, that we were right 
to say that the governors for the time being had to submit 
more or less to the pressure put on them by Parliament, 
influenced by the Colonists. We therefore excuse in some 


measure the former governors of Hong Kong, for not 
faring legislated for a regular supply of water. Weare glad

bo cate although ‘the cost of £30,000 appears to us to 
* high ; but people on the spot must be the best 





judges. The Governor evidently is a wise man, and our Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer ought to take a lesson from him, whilst 
the original estimate submitted to him is £25,000, and the re- 
vised one £28,000 ; he prefers to make sure of it, whilst the 
iron is hot, asks and gets £30,000, and saves himself from 
after trouble; here the opposite rule is observed. The esti- 
mate is originally submitted as low as possible, and after- 
wards extended. 

The Editor of The China Mail, in reference to the water 
supply, says :—“ But this is only the beginning of improve- 
“ments. The state of the public sewers aud their outfalla, and 
“of the house drains throughout the colony, is a subject de- 
“manding immediate and accurate inquiry.” Now, it was only 
in our last number that we took occasion to congratulate the 
citizens of Hong Kong on good roads and drainage. To set 
ourselves right with our readers, we have examined more 
closely into this—and the result is, in our opinion, that it 
must be from culpable neglect if the drainage has become 
what it is described to be, viz, “very defective.’ Myr. Gordon, 
in 1844, in the estimate above alluded to, set down $100,000 for 
drains. We know that the first thiug done under Sir John Davis's 
administration was the construction of drains on a general 
plan for the town, now city of Victoria, which is particularly 
well situated for good drainage, and we recollect well that by 
many it was considered rather extravagant how these drains 
were constructed ; it was no patchwork, but a regular plan for 
the complete drainage of the town as it then was and ex- 
pected to be. A typhoon and extraordinary fall of rain in 
1845 put those completed to a severe test, causing damage to 
some and bursting others, but still we always thought them 
exccedingly well constructed, particularly so as to the material. 
In short, until last Overland Mail, we considered that Hong 
Kong was particularly fortunate as regards its public drainage. 
What the actual cost for the same was we are unable to 
make out ; but the subject has led us to investigate the ex- 
penditure of the colony from its commenccment. 

We find that public works, not including those of a 
military or naval nature, in fact only those executed by the 
Civil Government, have cost up to the end of 1859, in round 
numbers, One Quarter of a Million Pounds Sterling, as near a8 
possible—if we include the departmental expenses, such as the 
salaries of the Surveyor-General, this amount will be exceeded. 
After what we ourselves recollect about the drains of Hong 
Kong, the vast outlay on them, and the testimony of the acting 
colonial secretary before quoted, we are almost inclinedto think 
that the Editor of the Jfail is not serious when he suggests that 
a reward should be offeredj(as was done with regard to the 
waterworks) for the best plan for effectually draining the 
town. We acknowledge that we always thought that as regards 
Taipingshan and its back streets, Lascar Row, &c., drainage, &¢., 
had been neglected, or, to usc a milder term, overlooked— 
leaving it, as it would seem, even to this present moment, what 
it was in former years, “a splendid feeding ground for fevers 
“and cholera.” 

That the house drainage is a’subject demanding inquiry—in 
fact, that the same has been neglected, we do not doubt, al- 
though in the leases, a form of which is before us, it is expressly 
provided for that proper sewers, drains, and all other usual or 
necessary appurtenances, shall be done by the holder, and ta be 
kept “ with all manner of necdful and necessary repara- 
“tion, eleansings, and amendments whatsoever, the whole to be 
“done to the satisfaction of the Surveyor of her said Majesty.” 
With such ample provision made for providing house drainage 
we cannot but express our surprise that the same should have 
fallen in the deplorable state depicted. The authorities seem to 
have the power to cause the remedy; why is it not enforced, 
for the welfare of the whole community? The “ Public Health 
Act” no doubt might prove useful, if it could be carried into 
effect, and not remain a dead letter, as the condition of the 
leases alluded to ; and the ordinance “ to regulate and suppress 
“ nuisances,” passed in 1855 or 1856, surcly was intended for 
some purpose, 








COMMERCE AND TELEGRAPH WITH WESTERN CHINA. 


Iw our Jast number we gave the admirable memorial of the 
Leeds Chamber of Commerce to the Prime Minister, urging 
upon his consideration the great importance to our manufac- 
turers, shipowners, and merchants, of opening to the latter and 
to the merchants of British India the commercially rich western 
inland half of the Chinese empire, from the port of Rangoon 
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across Eastern Pegu. We stated that the memorial had been 
presented to Lord Palmerston by Mr. Baines, M.P. for Leeds, 
and that his lordship had assured him it should receive from 
him “ due consideration.” We also stated that the Chambers of 
Commerce of Bradford, Halifax, Huddersfield, Liverpool and 
Manchester had severally addressed the Prime Minister with 
much earnestness in advocacy of that extension of the com- 
merce of both England and India, all which led us to hope 
that the cabinct, a Whig ducal one though it be, would give its 
earnest consideration during the vacation to the best means of 
obtaining the proposed access to the vast population of Western 
China and its hundreds of thousands of square miles of pro- 
ductive territory. 

In the Globe of the 4th we observed a short Liverpool para- 
graph, to the effect that at a meeting, on the previous day, of 
the Chamber of Commerce of that port, a reply to their memo- 
rial was read, stating that the proposal for opening Western 
China to our commerce was not considered to be “ at present— 
feasible.” We have since learnt that a reply has been also re- 
ceived by the Leeds Chamber, not from the Premier, but from 
the Foreign-offce, stating, in curt routine style, to that repro- 
sentative body of the vast manufacturing and trading interests 
of the West Riding—*“that Lord Palmerston having handed 
“their memorial to Lord John Russell, he, Lord John Russell, 
“did not deem the prayer of the memorialists feasible—at least 
“for the present.” As we assume that a copy of this Foreign- 
Office dictum against opening this important channel for our 
foreign tradeZwas despatched to the other Chambers of Com- 
merce, we beg eave to remind our manufacturers and merchants, 
all of whom are concerned in this proposal, that we duly warned 
them against the official propensity to shelve questions of a 
purely commercial character ; and that we urged them to pre- 
pare to support their memorials with such Parliamentary au- 
thority and influence as would, for once, have overcome the 
antipathy of a Whig Ducal Cabinet to take an interest in 
matters connected with mills, factories, warehouses, and cargo 
ships. 

The Leeds memorial called the attention of the First Lord 
of the Treasury to three or four distinct matters necessary to 
the establishment of such a direct and new trade with the west 
of China: each of which, perfect in itself, must be now, better 
than at any time past or tofcome, within the easy grasp of the 
Government. The memorialists asked that the Queen should 
extend the hand of friendship to the King of Burmah, and that 
in settling present differences with China the true interests of 
our country should be studied by making a stipulation that the 
west of that country be opened to ourjmerchants from Eastern 
Pegu. This will be‘far more desirable than our insisting on 
maintaining a resident ambassador at Peking: while it will be 
the best compensation for our losses at Taku, and for our naval 
and military outlay to avenge them. The Session is, however, 
searcely concluded when the memorials of our manufacturing 
and commercial bodies, for objects affecting the welfare of mil- 
lions of our industrial countrymen, are tossed by the PrimeMinis- 
ter across Downing-street, to be answered by that commercially 
darkest of our State departments—the Foreign-office. The chief 
of that office, fully occupied with the intrigues of?European diplo- 
macy, doubtless left a matter affecting mainly the manufactur- 
ing and industrial interests of his own country to be answered 
in his name by;a mere routine official, who takes no notice what- 
ever of either of the different points submitted by the memo- 
rialists for the consideration of the Government, and refrains 
from offering any reason why his lordship decmed it not, at 
present, feasible to secure to our country and to India the incal- 
culable permanent advantages which, as the memorialists stated, 
must result to each of those principal divisions of our empire 
from commercial intercourse with the half of China which is as 
yet wholly unknown to us in commerce. 

We are glad to learn that the manner in which these memo- 
rials have been dealt with has proved unsatisfactory to the com- 
mercial chambers, and that it is intended to press this import- 
ant subject both upon the Premicr’s individual consideration 
and upon that of his cabinet in such a manner as may accele- 
rate the time when the Foreign-office may deem the project a 
feasible one. This manner of treating the subject is an at- 
tempt of the governing “great Pooh Pooh” to set aside com- 
mercial aspirations, similar to that which, in 1829, caused Wag- 
horn’s noble efforts to establish the Egyptian route to India to 
be officially obstructed ; and which bandied his memorials from 
the Colonial-office to the Treasury, and from the Treasury to 
the Post-office, with red-tape objections to granting Government 
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assistance to a project of certain permanent benefit to our 
country and to India. Waghorn was met by the curt reply, 
—that as the Government “had no despatches to send by 
“ him they would incur no expense in promoting his exertions.” 
Need we give another instance of this official indifference in 
matters of commerce? Need we remind our readers how while 
Java was being abandoned to the Dutch] the occupants of Down- 
ing-strect left wnopened and buried in official dust the instruct- 
ing and guiding despatches of Sir Stamford Rafiles in regard 
to that very island ? 

We would have the Chambers of Commerce, therefore, esti- 
mate accordingly, the Foreign-office reply to their memorials to 
the First Lord of the Treasury for the peaceful opening of 
Western China to trade and the land telegraph,—firmly remon- 
strate against this off-hand deferring of their propositions—and 
organise a parliamentary pressure in its favour, such as will not 
fail to insure its adoption ; and such as, since commerce, like 
cotton, should know no politics, it cannot be difficult to the 
various industrial, commercial, and shipping interests of York- 
shire and Lancashire promptly to organise in support of a pro- 
posal so promising of permanent benefits to them, and through 
them to our country generally. And as the financial policy 
Her Majesty's Ministers have adopted for India is fast closing 
that country against our fabrics, it is indeed wise in Lancashire 
and Yorkshire, who have built up “the mightiest commercial 
“ fabric ever known to the world,” not to sit down in tame sub- 
mission to the unsound dictum of the Foreign Secretary, “that 
it is not “ feasible, at present,” to meet their prayer that Western 
China should be opened to theirs and the world’s trade across 
British Eastern Pegu. 

Thus impressed in regard to this very important proposition 
for the duplication of our commercial intercourse with the 
Chinese, we have great satisfaction in announcing that the 
Leeds Chamber of Commerce, fully alive to the undeniable ad- 
vantages thereof, have forwarded to the Foreign Secretary of 
Stato a further memorial, still more earnestly pressing the pro- 
ject on Ministerial adoption, We trust that every other 
organised commercial body of the United Kingdom, as well as 
those of India and China will similarly urge it perseveringly 
on those of our rulers with whom it rests now to realise or to 
sacrifice such an illimitable and inestimable new trade. 





THE CHINESE AS AMERICAN CITIZENS. 


Tue Right Rev. Dr. Smith, Bishop of Victoria, Hong Kong, 
has worthily closed a visit to San Francisco by addressing a 
letter to Jugde McAllister on a subject calculated to enlist the 
sympathies not only of the philanthrophist and the Christian 
pastor, but also of the merchant and the citizen. Of the feel- 
ings of the former it would be difficult to find a more fitting or 
eloquent exponent, but we are well assured that in givi 
expression to the opinions and sentiments of the latter the 
journalist is discharing a duty peculiarly within his province, 
In discussing this subject, therefore, we leave the higher ground 
of Christianity to the ‘able advocacy of Dr. Smith, adverting 
only for a few moments to its mercantile aspect. In California 
a Chinese is under no circumstances admitted as a witness in a 
court of law. The consequences of this are, interminable con- 
fusion and a failure of justice in the civil causes, while in 
criminal jurisprudence the effect is opposite, even worse. Let 
us suppose a case in order to show the impolicy and monstrous 
injustice of this enactment. A murderous assault is committed 
in broad daylight in the streets of San Francisco. It may be 
(for we would bring the case home) that the victim is an 
Englishman. Among the passers by are a score of Chinese, but 
it so happens that not one European or one American is wit- 
ness of the fray. What is the result? Why, that justice is 
defeated. The united testimony of the twenty Chinese is of no 
avail—there is no evidence, and conviction is impossible. So 
much for this question as it affects the ostensible aim of every 
code of laws—the due administration of justice. 

There is, however, another, and, in a commercial point of 
view, equally important consideration involved—the rights of 
citizenship. We believe the Chinese residents in California do 
not number fewer than 50,000, all of whom are of course 
bound to conform to the established laws, When the operation 
of those laws is adverse to their wishes or their interests, the 
plea of their foreign extraction proves no bar to their citizenship 
—they are properly amenable to the laws, But why, we ask, 
is a reservation made when their rights and privileges are 
affected? If it be right in the eyes of American legislators 
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that a man should lose his life for murder, or his liberty for 
theft, though he be a ChineseNwhy are the same laws not to be 
applied for his protection because he is a Chinese? It needs no 
argument to prove that the operation of all lawa must be 
unequal where whole classes are, from whatever cause, inadmis- 
sible as witnesses. It is manifest that under such circum- 
stances"the weight of evidence must almost always be against 
then. ‘We contend/therefore§that to incapacitate the Chinese 
by a legislative enactment from giving evidence in a court of 
law is impolitic, inasmuch as it tends to defeat the purpose for 
which all laws are made, and unjust, because it deprives those 
who are bound by certain obligations as citizens of {the rights 
of citizenship. 

The reason which the Americans urge against the repeal of 
this obnoxious Act has not by any means the charm of novelty. 
The Chinese, they allege, never{tcll the truth. Like the Arche- 
type of lics they have been “liars from the beginning.” This 
assertion seems indeed to have had some weight with the 
Bishop of Hong Kong, and has induced him to narrow the issue 
with a suggestion in which we cannot altogether concur. Dr. 
Smith writes :—“ An intelligent American jury might doubtless 
“bo permitted to hear Chinese evidence, and be left to weigh 
“for themselves the real value to be attached to the statements 
“of individual Chinese witnesses.” Thus farthe Bishop's advo- 
cacy is admirable, but thelplea he next advancesis, to our think- 
ing, of too sectarian a character. “At all events,” he adds, 
“an exception might and ought to be made in favour of those 
“ Chinese who profess the Christian religion. It is better that 
“the exclusion of Chinese from the witness-box in your courts 
“ of law should be based on objections to the defective character 
“ of Pagan morality, than on invidious distinctions calculated to 
“depress the Chinese as a race.” Now, it scems to us a very 
convenient doctrine for Western nations to hold that the farther 
you travel eastward the more abundant will be the crop of lies 
you will gather, and certainly, if we could accept this as a truism, 
the Americans would be entitled to “cast the first stone.” But, 
are they? Is their veracity always unimpeachable? We can 
no_more vouch for it than we can for that of the Chinese. We 
know something of the trickery and tho falsehoods which are 
unfortunately as rife in the Western Hemisphere as they are 
in the Far East, and we say emphatically that in cither case it 
is"not for the legislature of the country to deny the rights of 
citizenship, but for the administrators of the law—the judge 
and the jury—to form thcir own estimate of the veracity of 
each individual witness. 

This is particularly desirable, seeing that Chinese labour now 
forms an important element in the labour markets of the world. 
The Chinese are spread over California, Australia, British 
Columbia, Peru, andthe West Indies. It will be seen bya list in 
another column that over 2,000 passed St. Helena during June 
and July, on their way from China to the West Indies, The 
following is the letter of Bishop Smith to Judge McAllister 
(dated San Francisco, July 30), which was supported in a lead- 
ing article in the San Francisco Daily Times :— 

My Dear Sin,—Until my arrival in thia city I had never become cogni- 
zant of the fact that ly the legislitive action of this State every individual 
among the 45,000 Chinese immigrants in California is incapacitated from 
giving evidence in your courts of law ; and that under no circumstances of 
cruel oppre:sion, injustice or violence, is the possibility of redress open to a 
Chinese in this State, unless he be so fortunate as to have a European eye- 
Witness to bear testimony to the facts of his wrong. 

Chinese merchants in this city, of the highest respectability, who received 
their education under my roof at Hong Kong, have called my attention to 
this exceptional legislation, and have feelingly detailed to me cases of almost 
‘unparalleled hardship to which their fellow-countrymen are exposed, as long 
a8 this enactment ret sins its place in the statute-book of your local Legisla- 
ture. They are pillaged, plundered, assaulted, and even murdered by Kuro- 
pean and American miscreants in your gold-fields; and in the absence of 
European witnesses, there remains to these poor Chinese no alternative but 
that of helplessly and hopelessly submitting to the oppression caused by this 
unequal law. A hundred Chinese may have witnessed the deed of violence, 
but their united testimony is deemed worthless and insdmissible against a 
European or American evil-doer within the limits of this State. 

In the name of all that is just, equitable, and humane—in the name of 
the Christian Missionaries, who are endeavouring on the soil of China iteelf 
to impress the Chinese people and rulers favourably respecting the equal 
toleration and beneficent laws of Christian lands—in the name of your 
American Plenipotentiaries, who, in China and Japan, are demanding for 
American citizens equal privileges, immunities, and rights from the Quvern- 
ments of those pagan lands—in the name of our common Christianity, to 
whose merciful and tolerant spirit your institutions and laws are pro‘essedly 
conformed—I exhort and entreat the Christian citizens of your great and 
Powerful country to arouse themselves to a consideration of this Chinese 


greranee, and to apply themselves vigorously to a repeal of this obnoxious 
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an exception might and ought to be made in favour of those Chinese who 
profess the Christian religion. It is better that the exclusion of Chines 
from the witness-box in your courts of law should be based on objections to 
the defective character of Pagan morality than on invidious distinctions cal- 
culated to depress the Chinese as a race. 

Sixteen years’ experience of the Chinese as a people, and a personal ob- 
servation of their character and pursuits in cities of the Chinese continent, 
and as settlers in Singapore, Java, Australia, and Japan, have led me to 
the belief that, as a body, they are an industrious, orderly, peaceable, and 
well-disposed race, and that no danger to your institutions or commercial 
rosperity need be feared, from the Chinese immigrants attracted to your 
shores. 

Many an aged parent in China itself is enjoying ease and affluence in his 
native home, supported by the hard toil and, earnings of their sons who 
have crossed the broad Pacific on the errand of filial piety,and are helping to 
shed a ray of joy and comfort around the native domestic hearth. 

During my stay under your hospitable roof you have been yourself an eye- 
witness of scenes in which individual Chinese in this city have afforded sub- 
stantial and munificent proof of their gratitude towards their former bene 
factors and instructors in China. On their behalf I raise my voice in earnest 
deprecation of that system of legislation by which they are now exposed to 
the suffering of injury without remedy or redress. 

In the hasty preparations for my speedy departure from this city, I have 
taken the liberty, without previous consultation with you, of addressing to 
you this letter, and remain, my dear sir, with much Tetpect, Yours, very sin- 
cerely.

MR. CARLOWITZ, OF CANTON, AND “THE TIMES,” 


TE following letter has appeared in reference to an article 
which appeared in The Times of 21st April, and which was 
partly transferred to the London and China Express of the 
26th April, although it appears not seen by Mr. Carlowitz. 
No notice has been taken of the letter by the Editor of The 
Times :— 

Sir,—Extracts of German papers have reached here by last mail, stating 
that The Times in an article, or articles, on Coolie Emigration, mentions a 
“ German, a certain Von Carlowitz, a native of Oldenburg, as the one who 
has committed the grossest atrocities in this business.” I have been told 
that this refers toa leading article of The Times of about the 21st of April, 
but unfortunately I have not been able to find a copy of this number, ag 
many numbers are missing owing to the unfortunate loss of the mail 
steamer at Galle. I have therefore not seen the article ; however, from 
what the German papers say, I cannot doubt but that hard things must 
lave been said of me; not of me, properly speaking, because I am not a 
native of Oldenburg ; but as there is no other Carlowitz in China beside 
myself your informant must doubtless have meant me. I have now to re 
quest that you will kindly send me a copy of said article and give me the 
name of your informant, as anything which can tend to represent any act of 
mine as at all diverging from the atrictest principles of honourable 
dealing and propriety is based either on misinformation or on per 
sonal malice and slander, and every one who knows me is aware 
that I am utterly unable to commit atrocities, I have, therefore, a 
right to demand the name of your informant, and expect it from your 
fairness. Without knowing particulars of accusations hurled against 
me I am of course unable to repel them, but am ready to lay my acts be- 
fore the scrutiny of the public, An extract in the Augsburg Gazette of the 
26th of April of one of your articles refers to events that happened on board 
the Oldenburg bark Fanny Kirchner. They are entirely falsely represented. 
The vessel was chartered from the captain by the agent of an Havannah 
house, who had engaged a quantity of coolies, I was called on board, as 
Oldenburg Consul, to accompany a commission of mandarins for the exami- 
nation of the cool: and, after it was over, happened to be on the poop, 
when some coolies, in the face of some bystanding mandarins, rushed out 
of the main hatch and jumped overboard at the main gingway; but I had 
not the least to do in this atiair. I was about fifteen yards distant, and the 
coolies trying to attack me and driving me overboard is a myth equal pro- 
bably to other fables of your informant, This extract in the Augsburg 
Gazette quotes passages of your article the questionable taste in the diction 
of which I regret to see in your paper. You might, perhaps, also have 
hesitated to accept so grave charges against an individual who has no chance 
of replying to them for four or five months. I promise, as soon as I know 
what I have been accused of, a full statement of the case, and am sure I 
shall be able to refute all st:tements of a dishonourable interference of 
mine, or participation of mine, in these lamentable coolie troubles. Expect- 
ing from your fairness an equal disposition to grant reparation of character 
as it appears you have granted facilities for it being assailed, I am, sir, your 
obedient servant, R. Vor Cantowitz.— Canton, July 4. 

















OPENING OF SAIGON, COCHIN CHINA. 

Tue London Gazette of the 31st ult. contains the notification 
issued by the French Admiral opening the port of Saigon to 
trade.

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ADMIRAL SIR MICHAEL SEYMOUR, G.C.B. 

Our readers will probably have been surprised that we did 
not in our last issue notice the paragraph which appeared in the 
United Service Gazette of the 25th ult, to the effect that the 
distinction of Commander of the Legion of Honour had been 
conferred upon Admiral Seymour by his Majesty the Emperor 
of the French, in connection with his services in China. We had 
no particular reason for doubting its accuracy, but simply the 
ono which governs us in general in reference to statements made 
in connection with matters in our field, which is to test the cor- 
rectness of the same before giving them publicity. The result in 
this case, as in most others, is, that we find the announcement 
to be incorrect. Indeed, we happen to know that the late Derby 
Government, or rather Lord Malmesbury, the Foreign Minister, 
opposed any interchange of honours arising out of the Allied 
expedition to China ; but wo also happen to know that the 
French Government expressed the highest opinion of the man- 
ner in which Admiral Seymour conducted the Allied naval 
forces, in conjunction with Admiral Rigault de Genouilly, and we 
have no doubt were quite willing to bestow the honour. 





‘Witt or tay Late Mz. Braxp.—James Brand, Fsq., East India and 
China merchant, of New Broadestreet, London, and of Bedford Lodge, Bal- 
ham, Surrey, died 12th of June, 1860, aged 64, possessed of estates, real and 
personal, the Inter estimated for probate duty at £350,000. The will is 
dated 25th of January, 1855, to which are added four codicils; and he has 
distributed his immense property, real and personal, almost entirely amongst 
his family. He bequeaths to his relict an income of £3,000, besides mis- 
cellaneous effects. The property in Millnathort, Kinross-shire, devolves upon 
his eldest son James, His other freeholda he directs to be sold, and the 
proceeds to merge into his personal estate. He bequeaths amongst his 
daughters, in equal shares, the sum of £102,000, besides other legacies, and 
@ further sum of £30,000 to be divided in like manner amongat them on the 
decease of his relict. The sons are appointed residuary legatees, The execu- 
tors being Mrs. Brand, his sons James, Andrew, and Harvey, together with 
Mr. Peter George, of Fenchurch-street. 

JapanrsE Horses.—A Paris correspondent has the following notice on 
these animals:—The news from China brings assurance that all is going on 
well there, excepting the horses, who appear to be of a breed inimical to 
European bondage. A letter from an officer complains that the two hundred 
horses bought at Nagasaki require at least five hundred men to manage 
them. ‘ They would devour each other were they not continually watched, 
all sorts of contrivances having been invented by our men to provont their 
doing more damage than work for the allies.” 

‘There is no truth in the paragraph which has been going the round of the 
papers to the effect that Sir James Brooke is about to return to Sarawak, 
The Rajah has, we are enabled to say, no such intention. 


Monetary and Commercial. 











With the improved state of the weather business gencrally 
has improved. The produce markcts have been steady, 
prices occasionally showing a slight advance with con- 
siderable transactions for consumption. The recent im- 
provement in sugar has been fully supported. Ceylon coffee 
has been firmer, plantation selling rather above the valuations. 
The tea market has continued dull, and the trade have chiefly 
directed their attention to the public sales. 

A circular has been issued by Mr. Thos. Basley, of Man- 
chester, calling a meeting for the 14th inst. to consider pro- 
posals for forming a “Cotton Company” for direct. supplies 
from India and Australia, Experience has fully proved that 
any forced effort to procure supplies, independent of private 
merchants, has failed, and no confidence can be placed on any 
such scheme, But Mr. Basley proposes to employ capital for 
increasing the growth of the raw material in India and Austra- 
lia, and in this respect it should have hearty support. 

The Cape Colony has lately taken up the question of a 
monthly steam communication to and from Seychelles to profit 
by the overland route. The Governor warmly supports the 
project, especially as the P. and 0. Company will not allow 
their packets to touch at that island. 

The Money Market Review says :—“ Our great cotton interest 
at home is watching with natural anxicty the movement which 
is taking place in India with a view to the extension of cotton 
spinning and weaving in that country, under the forcing effect 
of the differential duty which has been imposed by Mr. Wilson. 
The last Bombay Times and Standard declares that ‘the num- 
ber of spinning and weaving companies now in course of 
formation threatens, if carried out, to create quite a revolution 
in the market for English manufactures.’” 

There has been no new feature lately in the affairs of the Red 
Sea Telegraph Company. The cable is still out of order.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tza.—We have still to report inactivityin our market, with a further de- 

cline in prices for most kinds of Congou tea. Owing to the extreme anxiety 
of holders to quit their stocks, as evidenced by the very large quantity 
offered at public auction during the month (amounting to 80,000 packages, 
of which 33,000 packages have been for absolute sale), has been the prin- 
cipal cause of the great dulness which has prevailed. The broken leaf to good 
ordinary kinds of Congou have been less in demand, and the quotations are 
now from le. to 1a, 24d. per Ib. For good common prices have fu:tuated, 
and, in the absence of orders for export, they have been difficult of sale, the 
quotation being now 1s. 3d. to 1s. 34d. per lb. In fair to good flavory kinds 
recent sales by public auction have been ata decline of fully 1d. per 1b. In 
common to good Ho-Hows and Ning-Chows, as also second-class Honams and 
Monings, there has also been a decline of fully 1d. per lb., owing to the 
quantity offered without reserve. For fine Monings the demand is very 
limited, and it is difficult to obtain 2s. for fine Chops. Por fine Kaisows 
there has been a slightly better market for small parcels. Tayshan Congous 
showa decline of fully 1d. per Ib. Fair to good Ooolongs have sold 1d. per 
Ib. lower. Common to fair Souchongs also show a reduction of 1d. per Ib. ; 
fine to finest, being comparatively scarce, are better maintrined, 
Pekoes are inquired for from time to time, in small parcels, but buyers only 
make !ow offers. Common Sc-nted Capers are saleable in limited quantities 
at the low prices lately ruling, the better kinds being much as before. In 
Scented Osange Pekoe there is no material alteration to notice. In Green 
Teas business has been limited, but prices show but little alteration, Com- 
mon to fair Hysons have not becn so readily saleable, and prices are about 
1d. por Ib. lower. In Young Hysons and Gunpowdera, under 2s. per Ib., 
there is not much offering. and prices remain abont the same asbefore. Fino 
kinds, being in full supply, remain difficult of sale. Canton made Teas show 
no miterial change. There have been five public sales during the month, 
including that of to-day, 80,000 packages have been brought forward, of 
which 33,009 have been offered without reserve. 40,000 packages were sold in 
all, the decline quoted having been established from time to time at these sales. 
The stock of the Ist of September of all descriptions of black was 
in London 47,320,530 lbs. ; green, 7,058,774 lbs. The total deliveries in 
London for the present year have been 53,182,630 Ibs. of black, and 
7,143,127 of green. The stock at Liverpool was of black, 3,035,808 Ibs. ; 
and of green, 111,172 lbs. The imports were in London, from the 1st of 
January to 1st of September, 54,924,057 lbs. of black, and 7,763,983 Ibs, of 
green; and at Liverpool, 4,562,185_lbs, of black, and 295,937 Ibs. of 
green. 
%&S1LK.—We have had a limited business in silk. The season of the year 
would in part account for this, but that is not all—the home trade is wretch- 
edly bad, and foreigners show no disposition to purchase beyond daliy re- 
quirements. The strike at Coventry is at an end, but now the employers 
are afraid to commence operations, and this feeling is shared, and to some 
extent acted upon, by their brethren in other districts. Prices are unforta- 
nately very high, and so decided is the determination of consumers to keep 
out of the market, that notwithstanding the extremely small stock of old silk, 
the first arrival of about 1,000 bales new silk from China has been allowed 
to hang upon the market for two or three days, and is only being sold parcel 
by parcel without the least symptom of conpetition or eagerness to purchase 
—and this not from any question as to the quality of the silk, for on this 
point, thus far at any rate, there is no reason for complaint. Chinese thrown 
silk has commanded rather more attention, especially the better qualities and. 
finer sizes, and the deliveries have been good, but the stock is so large that 
at present they make no impression. Canton silk has not found favour with 
consumers—the prices are thought to have been pitched a little too high. 
The sold stock on the Ist inst. amounted to 7,700 bales of China, and 725 
Japan; the unsold stock, 8,000 bales of China, and 293 Japan. The cur-

CASUALTIES, 

The Eweretta, Montgomerie, from Manila, which arrived in the Downs on 
the 25th Aug, having received orders to proceed to Liverpool, missed stays 
while working back through the Gull stream, was compelled to let go an 
anchor to prevent going on to the Brake Sand, nnd slipped ; others were 
supplied from Deal, and she anchored from off the North Foreland ; sails 
damaged, and ciew sick from ecurvy. 

The Godefroy, Lecomte, which arrived at Havre 25th Aug. from Hong 
Kong, had had heavy weather off the Cape of Good Hope from 22nd May 
tolgth June. On 30th May she shipped some seas, which carried away 
boat, and, it was feared, did some damage to cargo. 

The Courier, Clinck, which arrived at Brouwershaven 29th Aug. from 
Bangoon, had lost part of bulwarks and had thrown part of her cargo over- 
board, having experienced bad weather. 


The Alliance, from London to Singapore, was spoken 21 days out in lat. 
43 N., long. 12 W., with the master in a dying state, by the Venilia, Nance, 
arrived at Liverpool 31st Aug. 

The Scotia, Ward, from Sourabaya, which put into St. Helena 12th 
July, leaky, and with part of cargo thrown overboard, has been surveyed, 
and recommended to discharge the whole of her cargo, part of which is 
much damaged, {or further examination, 





The Admiral de Buyter, de Witt, from Banjoewangie to Amsterstam, 
which put into Simon’s Bay 8th June, was condemned there 18th July: 
Part of her cargo, 2,400 bags coffee, had been sold; the remainder, 700 
bags, still on board, was completely damaged, and would be destroyed. 

The Argus, Smit, from Amsterdam to Batavia, which put into Simon's 
Bay 2nd July, had sustained damage during a gale on the 23rd and 24th 
June. She was expected to be ready to proceed in the beginning of 
August. 

The Hester Adriana, van Hees, from Cardiff to Hong Kong, which put 
into Simon’s Bay 8th July, very leaky, had thrown part of her cargo 
overboard, and had cut away her topgallant masts. 


FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 


The contract noticed in our last for 12,000 tons of coal on account of P. & O. 
Company for Point de Galle is to be shipped within three months, one-third 
from Birkenhead and two-thirds from the East Coast. The price obtained 
is 45s, 5d., and the freight offered 32s. Gd. from Birkenhead, £35 to £36 
from the Tyne or Wear. The conviction seems to be gnining ground that 
the China war will be a protracted affair, much to the benefit of those who 
have ships in the China Sca. As there are many steamers amongst the. 
transports, in addition to the vessels of war, it is expected that the consump~ 
tion of fuel and stores by the expeditionary forces will give employment to 
a fair amount of t»nnage outwards. 

Homewards there are offers for small vessels, at 70s. from Akyab to U.K. 
or Continent, and large vessels at 65. rice, 85s, teak, from Moulmein, &., 
to U.K. Bombay to London or Liverpool, 50s. ; Mauritius, 47s.

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BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Beard of Trade returns for the month of July have been issued. 
They show an increase in the Export trade, the total shipments for the 
month having reached £12,522,698, beiug £1,237,247, or 10 per cent., 
larger than in the corresponding month of last year; and £1,528,701, or 18 
per cent, larger than in July, 1858. Nearly one-half of the increase is in 
cotton goods. We give the particulars for China and other parts of the Far 
East. Those for Singapore and Penang are still included by the Board of 
Trade with Indi The total exports to China of all goods stand at 
£2,858,787, against £1,499,314 in 1858, and £1,978,412in 1859, for the 
firat six months of the year. 

In the Imports, we find that for China the figures are £5,526,054 in 1860, 
£3,943,359 in 1858, and £5,070,691 in 1859, for the first s:x months in 
the year. 

‘The exports of cotton goods to China for July have been £209,982 against 
£62,018 in 1858 and £229,862 in 1859,and for the seven months of 1860 
£1,810,385 against £1,015,712 in 1858 and £1,419,569 in 1859. To Java, 
£96,901 against £52,944 in 1858 and £89,137 in 1859, and for the seven 
months of 1860 £633,560 against £314,044 in 1858 and £447,675 in 1859. 
To the Philippine Istands, in July no exports against £42,638 in 1858 and 
£30,047 in 1859, and for the seven months of 1860 £121,178 against 
£281,591 in 1858 and £183,430 in 1859. The exports of cotton yarn to 
China for July have been £19,518 against £4,175 in 1858 and £54,938 in 
1859, and for the seven months of 1860 £231,049 against £134,699 in 
1858 and £280,801 in 1859. No exports to other parts. The exports of 
woollen cloths to China in July have been £40,678 against £10,560 in 
1858 and £48,709 in 1859, and for the seven months of 1860 £325,305 
against £133,341 in 1858 and £209,749 in 1859. The exports of woollens 
and worsted stuffs to China in July £47,620 against £2,458 in 1858 and 
£19,488, in 1859, and for the seven months of 1860 £311,490 against 
£86,510 in 1858 and £157,711 in 1859. No exports to other parts.
